It will ^ the 
foremost duty of American officials to 
finder stand and sym])athize w ith the 
Filipinos themselv es.” 
Saturday, before General Otis had is­ 
sued orders directing General Lawton to 
return to Angat, the troops of his com­ 
m and encountered the rebels in a circle 
of hills outside San Rafael, alwut fiv e 
miles northw est of Angat, dislod^ng 
them after alxnit an hour’s fighting. 
The Americans had three wounded. 
About 1,000 armed Filipinos fell back 
as the Americans adv anced. 
The v illagers met Geueral Lawton, 
offering him prov isions. 
They dared 
not flee into the m ountain country on 
the east because of the robber tribes 
there, and on the west was the troops 
of Geueral Mac Arthur. 
Messrs. Carrick and Holmes, Ameri­ 
cans, who had been running a sugar 
mill at Calumpit and whose fate |^ d 
caused some anxiety, sent word to Ma­ 
nila that they were safe w ith Mr. Hig­

Manila was cheerful ov er the pros­ 
pect of a return to norm al life, though 
there iire skeptics who rem ark that a 
truce would enable the insurgents to 
rest until the rainy season, upon which 
they hav e lieen depending as an im port­ 
ant aid. 
The prisoners reported that 
there 
were 75,000 refugees north of San Fer- 
naudmo. This was not impossible, con­ 
sidering the thickly populated region 
which the Americans hav e cleared.

St^emed also that smallpox was spread­ 
ing among tlieiii. The so-called Filipino 
congress will meet at San Fernandiuo 
today. 
When Dean O. W orcester of the 
Uinied States Philippine commission, 
who accompanies the Filipino emissaries 
from Calumpit, said to Colonel M anuel 
Arguelles that the Americans were un ­ 
der no obligations to refrain from fight­ 
ing, the M lipiuo officer replied: 
“ Would you fight w hile we are dis­ 
cussing terms of peace?” 
Mr. W orcester responded wdth the 
suggestion that an am istice would giv e 
the Filipino leaders tim e to escape. 
j 
“My God, where would we escape 
to?” the ETlipiuo exclaimed, referring 
in this to the m enacing hostile tribes 
behind the ETlipino lines. 
Colonel Arguelles told the correspond­ 
ent that he was m uch disappointed in 
the results of his mission. 
He said also 
that Aguinaldo expected Calum pit to be 
the cemetery of the American arm y. 
Lieutenant Colonel W allace of the 
First M ontana regim ent, M ajor Adams 
and Major Shields, who slept on Friday 
night in Geueral L un a’s camp, where 
they went to inform the Filipinos that 
their env oys would return in safety, 
found the Filipino comm ander cordial, 
the I’ilipino troops rem ov ing their hats 
as the Americans passed.

The fact is set forth that tho canned 
roast bt^ef had not been used to any ap­ 
preciable exttmt before the begmuiiig ot 
this war, and it is, therefore, regarded 
asfci practically untried ration.

subsistence is roundly criticised tor the 
purchase of the m eat iu such extensiv e 
quantities.

He was activ e in Ohio 
politics, serv ing as a memlier of the 
state DeuKK’ratio committee for sev eral 
years. 
He was a delegate to nearly 
ev ery national Deni(K;ratic conv ention 
from 1860 to 1892. 
During the C iv il’ 
w ar he established the W heeling Regis- 
ter and conducted it until 1885. He was 
chairm an of the Democratic state com­ 
m ittee iu West Virginia for 12 or 
lo 
years and a member of the national 
committee tor four years. 
He starv ed 
two term s in the state senate and was 
presiding officer of tiiat btxiy part of tho

“I believe that when peace has been 
established, governing the Filipinos 
will not be a difficult matter, provided 
we show them firmness, justice and 
kindliness. 
At the present time they 
distrust and dislike us, but these senti­ 
ments, which are perhaps not unnatural, 
will soon be dispelled by the effects of 
the good government we have prom­ 
ised to establish here. It will be the 
foremost duty of American officials to 
Understand and sympathize with the 
Filipinos themselves.” 
Saturday, before General Otis had is­ 
sued orders directing General Lawton to 
return to Angat, the troops of Ills com­ 
mand encountered the rebels in a circle 
of hills outside San Rafael, about five 
miles northwest of Angat, dislodging 
them after about an hour’s fighting. 
The Americans had three wounded. 
About 1,000 armed Filipinos fell back 
as the Americans advanced. 
The villagers met General Lawton, 
offering him provisions.

W ashington, May I. — The Wade 
court of inquiry Saturday made its re­ 
port, which was later scut to New York 
to President McKinley by Assistant 
Secretary of War Meiklejohn. 
It will 
rest with the president whether it will 
be made public. 
The verdict, however, is known to 1)6 
that the allegations which General 
Miles made before the war investigat­ 
ing commission are not sustained with 
reference to the refrigerated beef, al­ 
though his contention that the canned 
roast beef was not a suitable continu­ 
ous ration is admitted. There is direct 
criticism of General Miles for failing to 
promptly bring to the attention of the 
war department the reports made to 
him concerning bad beef, and “several 
individuals” are censured for failing to 
observe the proprieties of their position 
as commanding officers iu this and 
other respects. 
The forecast of the report as made by 
The Associated Press on the 18th inst. 
was an accurate one. 
As was then 
stated, che court takes the position that 
the testimony is conclusive tinct both 
the refrigerated beef and the canned 
beef were in good condition when de­ 
livered to the government, and contin­ 
ued so until issued to the troops, ex­ 
cept in special instances, where the de­ 
terioration was due to accidental condi­ 
tions in transportation or to the influ­ 
ences of the tropical climate. 
The report admits the liability of re­ 
frigerated beef to taint quickly after re­ 
moval from the ice chests. 
The court 
finds the charges of “embalming” the 
fresh beef to have been unsubstantiated 
by the testimony aud says no chemicals 
were used to preserve it. 
It also finds 
that it would have been impracticable 
to secure beef on the hoof for the Cu­ 
ban campaign. 
The finding is likewise 
in opposition to the assertion on the part 
of General Miles that the use of the beef 
was an experiment. 
The fact is set forth that the canned 
roast beef had not been used to any ap­ 
preciable extent before the beginning of 
this war, and it is, therefore, regarded 
as|a practically untried ration. 
In view 
of this fact the commissary general of 
subsistence is roundly criticised for the 
purchase of the meat in such extensive 
quantities.

HON. LEWIS BAKER DEAD.

W ashington, May I.—Hon. Lewis 
Baker, widely known and prominent in 
journalism and p<ilitics for more than a 
third of a century, died at his home in 
this city. During about the past seven 
weeks he natl suffered from an attack of 
pernicious 
acnemia, 
which 
steadily 
grew worse. 
Besides his widow, Mrs. Ruth Baker, 
sister of Colonel 8. W. Fordyce of St. 
Louis receiver of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf railroad, nine chil­ 
dren survive him. They are John F. 
Baker, Mrs. C. II. W arren aud Mrs. J. 
E. Stubbert of New York city, Lewis 
Baker of Philadelphia, W. F. Baker of 
Melrose, Minn., and S. G. Baker of 
Elkins, W. Va. 
All but one of his im­ 
mediate family were present when he 
died. 
Funeral services will be held tomor­ 
row morning and the remains will be 
interred in Rock Creek cemetery, this 
citv. 
Lewis Baker was born Nov. 7, 1832, 
in Belmont county, O. 
He entered a 
country newspaper office at the age of 
12 years to learn the printing business, 
and, with the exception of a few years 
in the government diplomatic service, 
devoted his life to newspaper work. 
He owned aud edited various Ohio 
newspapers, among them the Woods­ 
field Democrat, Cambridge Jeffersonian 
and The Ohio State Journal at Colum­ 
bus, being associated with the late Hon. 
S. S. Cox in the conduct of the last 
named journal. He was active in Ohio 
politics, serving as a member of the 
state Democratic committee for several 
years. He was a delegate to nearly 
every national Democratic convention 
from 1860 to 1892. During the Civil' 
war he established the Wheeling Regis­ 
ter and conducted it until 1885. He was 
chairman of the Democratic state com­ 
mittee in West Virginia for 12 or 13 
years and a member of the national 
committee for four years. 
He served 
two terms in the state senate and was 
presiding officer of that body part of the 
time. 
He purchased the St. Paul Globe in 
1885 aud made it a power in the political 
aud commercial development of the 
northwest until 1893, when he was ap­ 
pointed minister to Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica and Salvador by Mr. Cleveland. 
Mr. Baker was chairman of the Minne­ 
sota state Democratic committee in the 
campaign of 1892. In 1886 he was the 
unanimous choice of the Democratic 
members 
of the legislature for the 
United States senate. He served his 
country faithfully as minister in the 
troublesome countries of Central Amer­ 
ica from 1893 to 1898.

At Sioux Falls letters receiv ed from 
memb ers of the F irst South Dakota 
during the last few days are unuiually 
interesting. 
Among them is a letter 
from Otis Rob inson, in which he giv es 
an account of his experience as a sharp- 
ah(K)ter and tells of the precautions 
taken to prev ent the assassination of 
General Otis. 
“ I went on outpost yesterday m orn­ 
in g,” he writes, “ and we had a pretty 
warm tim e all day and night and this 
morning. 
Each company got orders to 
hav e one sharpshooter on each outpost, 
and so I was appointed to act in that 
capacity while I was on duty out*there. 


1 hunted around all the forenoon b efore 
I found where the insurgent sharp­ 
shooters were stationed, and then I b e­ 
gan to b laze away. I found an old well, 
and 1 could ju st stand in the b ottom, 
and my head and shoulders would come 
ab ov e the rim. 
W ith 200 rounds of 
smokeless cartridge I made it uncom ­ 
fortab le for them. 
The insnrgsnts had 
all of our men located, b ut they couldn’t 
see me. 
“ A fter I got the range— it was 9 50 
yards — 1 commenced to w atch for them, 
and ev ery tim e I conld see one of the 
b lack ‘niggers’ pull up to shoot at our 
men on the left I would driv e loose at 
him 
The consequence was that they 
soon changed their positions. They kept 
out of sight of the other men, b ut ex- 
Iiosed to me. 
I dropped 500 grains of 
lead right among them. 
“ I had a close call the other day. 
I 
went to climb up in a tree that didn’t 
hav e any leav es on to get a crack at 
some ‘niggers, ’ and I had ju st got my 
glasses fixed when they espied me. Biff I 
Bang! Two little Manser b ullets went 
w histling past my b ead. 
I came down 
—nev er stopped to argue the question. 
1 crawled up in another tree that was 
fall of leav es. 
I had ju st found the 
place where the fellows that had shot 
at me were located, when Company B ’s 
ontpoet let fiy and scared them away. 
“ I had ju st started my letter last 
night, when the first lientenant gav e me 
four men and told me to go and sleep 
nnder the trees on the riv er front ab out 
50 yards from the palace. 
Squads sleep 
all aronnd the grounds for fear the na­ 
tiv es may attem pt to assassinate Gen­ 
eral Otis, and we are always ready for 
an 
em ergency.” —Special 
St.

o f the Ho use. 


AN AMUSING GHAT WITH A BARBER 


Ho w the Ulic Man Fro m M aine Once 
Addreaeed a T alk a tiv e To nao rial 
Artlat W ho Tried to Draw Him Out. 
Mr. T albert Tellii a Go o d Sto ry Sun- 
ireMted by Reed. 


Among file m any stories told ab out 
Speaker Reed, who is to retire from 
congress and practice law in New York, 
the following account of his experience 
in a b arb er’s chair may prov e of inter­ 
est: 
The Hon. T. Reed, speaker, reclined 
in a hotel b arb er shop chair the other 
afternoon looking like an aproned Bud­ 
dha far plunged in contem plation of the 
lim itations of the infinite. Inscrutab il­ 
ity gleamed steadily from his penetrat­ 
ing little eyes. 
He seemed to reck not 
that the b urly, selfish world was amov e. 
He gazed w ith a continnonsly focused 
gaze upon the knob of the b arb er shop 
door—w hether attem pting to hypnotize 
himself or to hypnotize the knob , who 
knows—and he spake no word to the 
grinning b lack b arb er w ith teeth like 
peeled almonds who swept the scissors 
w ith zephyr touch through the color­ 
less wisp of hair that faintly fringes 
the after part of the great m an’s skull. 
The disinclination of the Hon. T. Reed 
to b e discursiv e was not according to 
the b arb er’s ideas of things. 
He a t­ 
tem pted to draw the great man out, 
perhaps in order to b equeath a legacy 
of epigrams to posterity. 
The great 
man only grunted monosyllab ic replies 
and resumed his rev erie. Then the b ar­ 
b er decided te switch the conv ersation 
to the sub ject of Mr. Reed’s hirsute 
peculiarities. 
“ Yo’ haiu h’s su t’nly thinnin out a 
heap, snh, ” said he. 
“ U m -m !” said Mr. Reed. 
“ Teenchy b it o’ tonic do it whole lot 
o’ good, sub . ” 
“ Um-m! N o.” 
“ Bin b ald on de top o’ yo’ head long, 
snh?” 
Mr. Reed did not remov e his gaze 
from the doorknob as b e draw led: “ 1 
came into the world that way. 
Then I 
had an interv al of com parativ e hirsute 
luxuriance, b ut it was not enduring. 
I hav e long since emerged from the 
grief of the depriv ation. 
It no longer 
afflicts me. 
Do not perm it it to weigh 
npon you.” 
The b lack b arb er studied ov er this 
for awhile, apparently w ithout fully 
apprehending its meaning, howev er. 
“ Yo’ hainh’d look some b ettnh, suh, 
ef yo’ kep’ it long in de b ack, laike,’ 
he said after a few moments of silence. 
The Hon. T. Reed remov ed his gaze 
from the doorknob , fastened it upon 
the ceiling, cleared his throat and spoxe 
again. 
“ Let me assure you, my tonsorial 
friend,” said he, “ that the appearance 
of my hair, as I hav e b een accustomed 
to w earing it* is em inently satisfactory 
to myself and, perhaps I m ight also 
say, to my constituents. 
W hat little 
hair still adorns my head I hav e pos­ 
sessed for a long time. I know it well. 
1 hav e b een on fam iliar term s w ith it 
for m any years. 
I hav e inadv erently 
mingled spruce gum and chewing tar 
w ith it in my years of extrem e youth. 
I hav e often sun dried it in order to 
present a proper not guilty appearance 
at home after surreptitious swimming 
ezpeditiouA 
I hav e b ad it pulled the 
wrong way b y b oys whom I only learned 
to thrash afterw ard. At the same period 
of my life 1 ev en endured the ignominy 
of hav ing it cut—in ascending tiers— 
b y experim ental maiden aunts. 
The 
consequence of all this is that that b it 
of rem aining hair and I are old and, I 
trust, inseparab le friends. I indulge the 
hair, and the hair indulges me b y per­ 
m itting me to wear it after my own 
conception of the way it ought to b e 
worn, and I indulge the hair b y firmly 
declining to hav e it trifled w ith b y gen­ 
tlemen of the scissors who possess ar 
tistic ideas more b izarre than my own 
I fear I ’ll hav e to ask you to indulge us 
b oth—the hair and me. Cut it the way 
I directed you to cut it.” 
The b lack b arb er looked dazed. When 
the great man had lumb ered out of the 
shop, rolling like a man-of-war b o’suii s 
m ate on a three day lib erty ashore, the 
b arb er mumb led: “ Speakuhl A hshou’d 
say he all is a speakuhl” 
D uring one of the roll calls a few 
years ago Mr. Reed was standing in the 
rear of the b ouse w ith his hand upon 
the head of Mr. K ilgora 
“ T hat rem inds me of a story,” said 
Mr. Talb ert of North Carolina, who oc- 
cupie« the seat next to Mr. Kilgore 
“ L et’s hav e it, ” said the Texas man 
and the M aine man. in a sort of duet. 
“ Well, ” said Mr. Talb ert, “ a sailor 
landing in a seaport town one Sunday 
thought he would go to church. 
The 
edifice was crowded, b ut he finally 
found a place on the pulpit platform, 
directly underneath the preacher. The 
m inister warm ed up in his appeal to 
the unconv erted. 
Noticing that the 
sailor was a stranger, he b ent ov er him, 
grasped him b y the hair of his head and 
Impressiv ely shouted, ‘My dear sir, do 
you know that you are going straight 
to hell ?' 
“ ‘I shouldn’t w onder,’ said the sail­ 


or. looking up. -1 see inai ineaev ii nas 
got me b y the b ack of my b ead. 
“ Now,” said Mr. Talb ert to Mr 
Reed, “ I don’t mean to compare you to 
the dev il” — 
. , 
say a word,” interrupted Mr 
Reed. 
“ The story is too good to b e 
sp<jiled.’’—Washington Post.

John 
Smith, one of the company’s pickets, 
was killed. The strikers took jKissiiSsioii 
of the mining proix*rties and destroyed 
the b uildings w itli the pow’der. Then 
the men lw» ar(led their train and re-, 
turned to Canyon Creek. 
During tlm fusillade from the guns of 
the mob Jim Cyhayue, a Bunker Hill and 
Sulliv an man, w as sev erely .shot through 
the hips. J. J. Rogers, a stenographer 
ill the employ of tiie company, was sliot 
through tlie lip.

One of the most extreme cases of 
cruelty ever brought to light in East 
End is now being investigated bv the 
Hnmane society.

Upon several occasions food has 
been given her by kind hearted neigh­ 
bors. and once when the son heard of 
this he became angry and used his 
mother in a way that was very unbe 
coming. 
Recently the woman upon 
getting from a bed fell to the floor and, 
although the son was in the house at the 
time, he would not assist her to her feet. 
8he lay on the floor at that time about 
an hour. Last Friday the ill treatment 
of the son became the talk of the neigh­ 
borhood. and one of them reported the 
oase to the police, who in turn placed it 
in the hands of the society.

General Otis. 
I went on outpost yesterday morn­ 
ing, ” he writes, “and we had a pretty 
warm time a1) day and night and this 
morning. 
Each company got orders to 
have one sharpshooter on each outpost, 
and so I was appointed to act in that 
capacity while I was on doty out’there. 
I hunted around all the forenoon before 
I found where the insurgent sharp­ 
shooters were stationed, and then I be­ 
gan to blaze away. I found an old well, 
and I could just stand in the bottom, 
and my head and shoulders would come 
above the rim. 
With 200 rounds of 
smokeless cartridge I made it uncom­ 
fortable for them. 
The insurgents had 
all of our men located, but they couldn’t 
see me. 
“After I got the range—it was 950 
yards—I commenced to watch for them, 
and every time I coaid see one of the 
black ‘niggers’ pull up to shoot at our 
men on the left I would drive loose at 
him. 
The consequence was that they 
soon changed their positions. They kept 
out of sight of the other men, but ex 
posed to me. 
I dropped 500 grains of 
lead right among them. 
I had a close call the other day. 
went to climb up in a tree that didn’t 
have any leaves on to get a crack at 
some ‘niggers, ’ and I had just got my 
glasses fixed when they espied me. Biff! 
Bang I Two little Mauser bullets went 
whistling past my bead. 
I came down 
never stopped to argue the question. 
I crawled up in another tree that was 
full of leaves. 
I had just found the 
place where the fellows that had shot 
at me were located, when Company B’s 
outpost let fly and scared them away 
I had just started my letter last 
night, when the first lieutenant gave me 
four men and told me to go and sleep 
under the trees on the river front about 
SO yards from the palace. 
Squads sleep 
all around the grounds for fear the na 
tives may attempt to assassinate Gen 
eral Otis, and we are always ready for 
an 
emergency."—Special 
St.

Do not permit it to weigh 
upon you.” 
The black barber studied over this 
for awhile, apparently without fully 
apprehending its meaning, however.

Union M iners an d S y m p ath isers K illed 


O ne M an an d P ro b ab ly Two 
and D estroyed P ro p e rty . 


W a l l a c e , Ida., May I.—Practically 
all of the Wardner rioters are back -at 
work. Those from Canyon Creek nearly 
all went home, the train from Missoula 
took tin* balance of those from Mullen. 
Many inquiries are made as to the like­ 
lihood of martial law. There is no talk 
of any attempt at punishment unless by 
federal authorities. 
The miners are ail 
armed and their positions at Canyon 
Creek and at Mullen are nearly impreg­ 
nable. 
Union miners and sympathizers came 
here in a train from Canyon Creek, 
about 20 miles away. 
As a result of 
their visit one man is dead, another may 
he destroyed by giant powder. The mob 
seized the train at Burke, near Canyon 
Creek. They brought 3,«#0 pounds of 
giant powder. 
Arrived here 140 masked armed men 
started for the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mills. 
A signal shot for the men at 
Work to escape was mistaken by the 
party and a f usilade followed. John 
Smith, one of the company’s pickets, 
was killed. The strikers took possession 
of the mining properties and destroyed 
the buildings with the powder. Then 
the men boarded their train and re-, 
turned to Canyon Creek. 
During tho fusillade from the guns of 
the mob Jim Cliayne, a Bunker Hill and 
Sullivan man, was severely shot through 
the hips. J. J. Rogers, a stenographer 
in the employ of the company, was shot 
through the lip.

One of the most extreme cases of 
cruelty ever brought to light in East 
End is now being investigated by the 
Humane society. They were notified 
of the case Saturday and it is probable 
an arrest will be made before many 


days. 
The case in question is located in a 
small home east of the old loop, and is 
caused by a young man ill treating his 
mother. She is very aged, and her ill­ 
ness has been of long duration. During 
this time the woman has wanted for 
food and medical attention more than 
once. Upon several occasions food has 
been given her by kind hearted neigh­ 
bors. and once when the son heard of 
this he became augry and used his 
mother in a way that was very unbe­ 
coming. 
Recently the woman upon 
getting from a bed fell to the floor and, 
although the son was in the house at the 
time, he would not assist her to her feet. 
She lay on the floor at that time about 
an hour. Last Friday the ill treatment 
of the son became the talk of the neigh 
bor hood, and one of them reported the 
oase to the police, who in turn placed it 
in the hands of the society.

General Otis. 
“ I went on ontpost yesterday morn­ 
ing, ” he writes, “ and we had a pretty 
warm time all day and night and this 
morning. 
Each company got orders to 
have one sharpshooter on each outpost, 
and so I was appointed to act in that 
capacity while I was on duty ont'there. 
I hunted aronnd all the forenoon before 
I found where the insurgent sharp 
shooters were stationed, and then I be­ 
gan to blaze away. I found an old well, 
and I coaid just stand in the bottom, 
and my head and shoulders would come 
above the rim. 
W ith 200 rounds of 
smokeless cartridge I made it uncom 
fortable for them. 
The in su ran ts had 
all of oar men located, but they couldn’t 
see me. 
“ After I got the range—it was 950 
yards—I commenced to watch for them, 
and every time I could see one of the 
black ‘niggers’ pull up to shoot at our 
men on the left I would drive loose at 
him. 
The consequence was that they 
soon changed their positions. They kept 
out of sight of the other men, but ex­ 
posed to me. 
I dropped 500 grains of 
lead right among them.

W a l l a c e , Ida., May I.—Practically 
all of the Wardner rioters are back at 
work. Those from Canyon Creek nearly 
all went home, the train from Missoula 
took the balance of those from Mullen. 
Many inquiries are made as to the like­ 
lihood of martial law. There is no talk 
of any attempt at punishment unless by 
federal authorities. 
The miners are ail 
armed and their positions at Canyon 
Creek and at Mullen are nearly impreg­ 
nable. 
Union miners and sympathizers came 
here iii a train from Canyon Creek, 
about 20 miles away. 
As a result of 
their visit one man is dead, another may 
be destroyed by giant powder. The mob 
seized the train at Burke, near Canyon 
Creek. They brought 3,960 pounds of 
giant powder. 
Arrived, here 140 masked armed men 
started for the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mills. 
A signal shot for the men at 
work to escape was mistaken by the 
party and a fusilade followed. John 
Smith, one of the company’s pickets, 
was killed. The strikers took possession 
of the mining properties and destroyed 
the buildings with the powder. Then 
the men boarded their train and re-, 
turned to Canyon Creek. 
During the fusillade from the guns of 
the mob Jim Chayne, a Bunker Hill and 
Sullivan man, was severely shot through 
the hips. J. J. Rogers, a stenographer 
in the employ of the company, was shot 
through the lip.

TH E BRITISH PACIFIC CABLE. 


Its Ro ut« to the Antlpo dea, Co st and 
Pro spects. 
The British Pacific cable to the antip­ 
o des, which, by reaso n o f the o ffer o f 
the Canadian go vernment to bear five- 
eighteenths o f the co st, is likely to be 
laid in the near fntnre, will run fro m 
Victo ria o r Vanco uver, B. C., to Fan­ 
ning islands, thence to the Fiji islands 
and then to No rfo lk island. At No rfo lk 
island the cable will branch, o ne line 
being laid in Auckland, New Zealand, 
and the o ther to Sidney, New So uth 
Wales. The distance fro m Vanco uver to 
Sidney is 6 ,8 24 miles. Fanning islands, 
which will be the first place at which 
the cable will sto p, are abo ut 8 ,350 
miles fro m Vanco uver, and this will be 
the lo ngest stretch o f cable ever laid. 
The line in its entirety will be under 
British co ntro l. 
The o riginal plans fo r 
the cable pro vided fo r a sto pping place 
at Ho no lulu, but this feature was elim ­ 
inated, as it was felt that the line, 
which is being built fo r po litical and 
military reaso ns quite as much as fo r 
co mmercial purpo ses, sho uld be subject 
to co ntro l by the British autho rities at 
every statio n. The cable will co st abo ut 
$7 ,500,000. Of this Canada w ill supply 
abo ut $2,000,000, the imperial go vern­ 
ment a similar amo unt, and the re­ 
mainder will be co ntributed by the 
Australian co lo nies and New Zealand. 
The line will be administered by a 
bo ard, to be created by an act o f the 
imperial parliament, and its pro fits and 
lo sses will be shared pro rata by the 
co ntributing go vernments. It is predict­ 
ed, ho wever, that the line will be a 
co mmercial success fro m the start, as it 
will handle the bulk o f the business be­ 
tween Great Britain and Australia. — 
New Yo rk Tribune.

NEW USE FOR X RAYS. 


Chlcasro Pro feano r’s Plan to T*le- 
Hiraph by Them Only. 
Dr. H. P. Pratt o f Chicago , who is 
kno wn as an X ray specialist, after ex­ 
tensive labo rato ry experiments has dis­ 
co vered a plan fo r wireless telegraphy 
witho ut which, he says, it can never be 
emplo yed with success. 
His plan is to 
use the lines o f fo rce thro wn o nt by the 
X ray as a wire o n which the currents 
fro m the telegraph o r telepho ne may 
travel and by means o f which they can 
be accurately directed. 
“ Under the 
metho d emplo yed in the experiments 
thus far made,” said Dr. Pratt, “ the 
currents canno t be accurately co ntro l­ 
led, but diffuse and spread o ut in all di­ 
rectio ns. 
The impracticability lies in 
the fact that a message sent, fo r in­ 
stance, to New Yo rk can be picked up 
at St. Lo uis o r Cleveland o r o ther in­ 
termediate po ints. But w’ith the X ray 
co ndenser the line can be sent direct 
and there is no thing to deflect the cur­ 
rent carrying the message.” 
Mr. Pratt is an 
experienced elec­ 
trician. His plan fo r wireless telegraphy 
includes a high to wer, so that the cur­ 
rent may be thro wn o ut in rarified air, 
where there will be the least resistance. 
At the base o f the to wer he wo uld have 
a Ruhinko rff co il sending a current o f 
fro m 2,000,000 to 5,0 0 0 .0 0 0 vo lts to the 
Cro o kes’ tube at the apex o f the to wer. 
The current o f l o 
w vo ltage wo uld be 
sent up a po le and o nt o n the air line 
made by the X ray apparatus.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

Go ing back, he was execu­

The original plans for 
the cable provided for a stopping place 
at Honolulu, but this feature was elim­ 
inated, as it was felt that the line, 
which is being built for political and 
military reasons quite as much as for 
commercial purposes, should he subject 
to control by the British authorities at 
every station.

NEW USE FOR X RAYS. 


Chicago Professor'* Plan to Tele­ 
graph by Them Oaly. 
Dr. H. P. P ratt of Chicago, who is 
known as an X ray specialist, after ex­ 
tensive laboratory experiments has dis­ 
covered a plan for wireless telegraphy 
without which, he says, it can never be 
employed with success. 
His plan is to 
use the lines of force thrown out by the 
X ray as a wire on which the currents 
from the telegraph or telephone may 
travel and by means of which they can 
be accurately directed. 
“ Under the 
method employed in the experiments 
thus far made,” said Dr. Pratt, “ the 
currents cannot be accurately control­ 
led, but diffuse and spread out in all di­ 
rections. 
The impracticability lies in 
the fact that a message sent, for in­ 
stance, to New York can he picked up 
at St. Louis or Cleveland or other in­ 
termediate points. But with the X ray 
condenser the line can be sent direct 
and there is nothing to deflect the cur­ 
rent carrying the message.” 
Mr. P ratt is an experienced elec­ 
trician. His plan for wireless telegraphy 
includes a high tower, so that the cur­ 
rent may be thrown out in rarified air. 
where there will be the least resistance. 
At the base of the tower he would have 
a Ruhinkorff coil sending a current of 
from 2,000,000 to 5,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 volts to the 
Crookes’ tube at the apex of the tower. 
The current of low voltage would be 
sent up a pole and out on the air line 
made by the X ray apparatus.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

He Is a Rlucid Disciplinarian Who Is 
Universally Loved and Supported 
by His Comrades—How He Gained 
the Friendship of aa Enemy by His 
Kindness. 


Captain Coghlan, whose recent after 
dinner utterances are said to have em­ 
barrassed the authorities at W ashing­ 
ton, is one of those men so full of hu­ 
man impulse as to be very difficult to 
portray on paper.

The New York P o st’s corresp ondent, 
w ritin g from Pssig. P hilip p ine Islands, 
tinder the date of M arch 16. abou t cam ­ 
p aigning in the Philip p ines, says: 
C am p aigning in the P hilip p ines w ith 
th e flying brigade p resents m any fea­ 
tu res of w arfare novel to the A m erican 
•oldier, as well as the m any th a t are 
com m on to the soldier’s life in the field 
everyw here. 
The n atu re of the enem y 
and his m ethods of w arfare are different 
from those u su ally m et w ith w hen n a ­ 
tions agree to disagree and seek to 
com p el an agreem ent from each other 
u n d er du ress. 
H is sku lking instincts 
and bu shw hacking p roclivities requ ire 
a m odification of ordinary m ilitary 
m ethods and call for the injection of a 
m odicu m of p lain horse sense into the ap ­ 
p lication of accep ted m ilitary theories. 
In my hu m ble op inion, there has not 
been enou gh of this a t tim es, and m u ch 
less has been accom p lished than m ight 
have been by this tim e in consequ ence. 
T he p olicy p u rsu ed has been m arked 
w ith extrem e cau tion and conservatism 
w ell enou gh, to be su re, w ith an organ­ 
ized arm y to contend w ith, bu t not so 
necessai'y when the u ndiscip lined arm y 
of the in su rg en t governm ent has to be 
dealt w ith. 
1 have been in th e island nine m onths 
an d have had am p le op p ortu nity to 
stu d y the F ilip in o ’s character, w atch 
his m ilitary m ethods and observe his 
u tte r lack of the organizing fic u lty 
w hich is so strong a ch aracteristic of 
the Anglo-Saxon. 
W ith an arm y three 
tim es the size of ou rs, tw o-thirds of it 


w e l l arm ed and su p p lied w ith an abu n ­ 
dance of am m u nition, the insu rgent gen­ 
eral hae not been able so to handle his 
force as to strike an effective blow a n y­ 
where. T ru e, he lacks cavalry and a rtil­ 
lery, bu t he w ou ld not know how to 
handle them effectively if he had them . 
H ow ever, if he cou ld concentrate 20.000 
m en. and throw them against ou r lines 
a t any p oint, he cou ld break those lines 
and w all them u p by the flanks in both 
directions; bu t th is is ju st w hat he can­ 
n ot do. 
T he F ilip ino does not p ossess 
th e organizing facu lty su fficiently to 
assem ble and handle su ch a force as a 
u n it. 
H e seems able only to p u t arm s 
in the hands of thou sands of m en and 
then let them fight as individu als and 
sep arate bodies as circu m stances dic­ 
tate. He does not u nderstand the a rt of 
offensive 
w arfare. 
H is in stin ct 
and 
tra in in g are to fight alw ays from cover, 
and th is u tterly u nfits him for the 
offensive. 
Su ch being th e case, th e strictly de­ 
fensive a ttitu d e of the A m erican arm y 
d u rin g the p ast m onth, d u rin g w hich 
th e fou r best cam p aigning weeks of the 
whole year have slip p ed by u nu tilized, 
has been an u ltra conservative one. The 
m ovem ent now on foot, w here 4.00'^ 
men of all arm s are being sent ou t as u 
flying brigade to h it th e enemy, cap ­ 
tu re his strongholds and break u p w hat 
organization he has. m ight well have 
been begu n a m onth ago, w ith men 
taken from the arm y already assembled 
and acclim ated, and M anila have been 
fu lly p rotected by the rem ainder against 
any attack w hile the enem y w as being 
harried. The trou ble w as th a t m ilitary 
theories did not teach this, and th e ene­ 
m y was given credit for m ilitary skill 
and offensive p owers he does not p ossess. 
The work of th e flying brigade the 
p ast few days has dem onstrated this 
com p letely. 
T he F ilip ino is tenaciou s 
and p u gnaciou s, bu t not valiant in the 
tru e sense of the word. 
W hen driven 
from one stronghold he does not stop 
ru n n in g u n til he finds shelter behind 
another. He does rem ain behind his in- 
trenchm ents u nder the hottest fire u ntil 
flanked or ru shed ou t. bu t he keep s 
dow n ou t of h arm ’s w ay and fires over 
th e top w ithou t rising u p to see w hat 
he is shooting a t and th u s inflicts little 
dam age. 
It is when he finally breaks 
cover and ru ns th a t ou r men get in 
th eir deadly work, shooting w ith the 
coolness, care and accu racy of the tra in ­ 
ed m arksm an 
The troop s show th e greatest eager­ 
ness to m ake every shot cou nt and ex­ 
p ose them selves recklessly to accom p lish 
it. 
They show a zest in fighting that 
m akes it difticnlt to restrain them . This 
was illu strated by a rem ark made by 
G eneral K ing on the m orning of Feb 
b, when the Idahos charged the in- 
trenchm ents of the enemy near Santa 
Ana. 
It was his intention only to ad­ 
vance a short distance, bu t the men had 
been held in leash all n ight and u ntil 
th e m iddle of the forenoon u nder a 
heavy fire, and when told to advance 
they started on a ru n, w ith w ild yells, 
fo r the F ilip ino intrenchm ents. G eneral 
K in g saw th a t it was u seless to call 
them back, and, tu rn in g w ith a sm ile to 
his staff, he said, “ There 
goes the 
A m erican soldier, and all hades cou ldn’t 
stop him. ” T he resu lt showed th a t the 
m en knew by instin ct and long ac­ 
qu aintance w ith the Filip ino m u ch bet­ 
ter how to fight him th an the general 


did w ith his m ilitary theories," for tney 
ju m p ed the insu rrectos o u t of th e ir in ­ 
trenchm ents and killed scores of them 
w ithou t losing a m an. w hile if they had 
m ade the cau tio u s advance intended 
they w ou ld p robably have su ffered se­ 
verely. 
T his eagerness to fight is d is­ 
p layed by the volu nteers m ore than the 
regu lars, for th e reason th a t the volu n­ 
teers enlisted sim p ly becau se they w ant- 
. d to fight, and the regu lars did not 
have this as th eir chief m otive. 
T ho qu estion of the relative valu e of 
volu nteers and regu lars, settled so a d ­ 
versely to the form er in the C u ban cam ­ 
p aign, w ill bear fu rth e r discu ssion in 
the 
Philip p ines. 
The volu nteers now 
here are u ndou btedly better troop s than 
the new regu lar regim ents ju st arriv- 
and there is good reason for it. 
They have been u nder discip line and in 
the p erform ance of active m ilitary d u ty 
for nine m onths, w hile from tw o-thirds 
to three-fou rths of the m en in th e reg i­ 
m ents th a t have ju st arrived or are on 
the w ay are recru its. 
The sam e was 
tru e of the regu lars th a t cam e o u t last 
su m m er, th e F ou rteenth, E ighteenth 
and T w enty-third. 
T hey had as m any 
raw recru its in th eir ranks as did the 
i^olu nteers, and they have seen exactly 
the sam e service since. 
It is adm itted 
by all officers here th a t the volu nteers 
are thorou ghly seasoned troop s and equ al 
to th e regu lars for all m ilitary p u rp oses. 
A field officer of the Seventeenth re­ 
m arked to me the second day afte r land­ 
ing from the G ran t and being q u a r­ 
tered w ith the Oregon reg im en t: “ I 
w as highly p leased to see the gu ard 
d u ty p erform ed by th e Oregon regim ent 
yesterdav. 
It was the best I have seen 
since the w ar beg an ." 
T he m en of the 
T w en tieth looked on a t the w ork of the 
W ashingtons in th eir attac k on Pateros, 
tw o days ago, w ith astonishm ent, and 
said: “ J u s t look a t those m en go. They 
don’t seem to fear anything. " T his was 
n atu ral, for the W ashingtons h a te been 
doing th a t sort of th in g for a m onth 
now, and m ost of the m en who were 
w atching them had never seen a battle 
u n til they w ere throw n in to one the 
day before. 
The m en who have been 
fighting here know th a t the w ay to 
fight F ilip inos is to ru sh them . 
They 
have not th e nerve to stand u p against 
a line of blu e sh irts or brow n coats 
sw eep ing dow n u p on them w ith dem o­ 
niacal yells. T hey abandon th eir cover 
p osthaste, and then th e slau ghter be­ 
gins. 
W hen the new generals learn as 
m u ch abou t the p ecu liarities of the 
Filip inos as the m en in th e ranks, the 
ru shing tactics w ill be adop ted a t head­ 
qu arters. 
Y et, w hatever m ay be said, com p ara­ 
tively, of th e old volu nteers and the 
new regu lars, there is not intended the 
least in tim atio n ag ain st the cou rage or 
n atu ra l soldierly qu alities of th e reg u ­ 
lars who have ju st arrived. T he T w en­ 
tieth and the Tw enty-second, after only 
ten days off ship , were p u t into the fly­ 
ing brigade and w ent a t once into the 
battle of G u adalu p e and behaved sp len­ 
didly. 
If they lacked the dash of the 
older troop s, they did not fail to ad ­ 
vance steadily and u se th eir rifles to 
good effect. For half an hou r the T w en­ 
tieth were u nder the hottegt kind of fire 
and p ou red a steady stream of bu llets 
from th eir exp osed p osition in the op en 
into the woods w here the enem y w as 
(’« incealed, advancing steadily as they 
did so. 
T he only difference betw een 
*’'om and th e troop s th a t have been 
,h tin g here is th a t th e la tte r w ou ld 
liave charged and dislodged the enem y 
instead of advancing gradu ally. 
B u t 
the work w as done. 
As I have said, the F ilip in o ’s m ili­ 
tary in stin ct is defensive. H e su rro u n d ­ 
ed M anila w ith sp lendid earthw orks, 
w hich he abandoned w hen advanced 
u p on. W hen ou r lines w ere established 
and we sat dow n to w ait for re-en­ 
forcem ents instead of p u shing th e ene- 
the constru ction of in-

J acobs, the Leader, Planned His 
Operations on a Gigantic Scale. 
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my, he began 
trenchm ents a t 
every vantage p o in t 
com m anding roads and rivers. 
These 
are not hastily throw n u p works, su ch 
as ou r troop s have been satisfied w ith, 
bu t sp lendidly bu ilt, abou t five feet 
high and u su ally p rovided w ith safe ex­ 
its. 
Bamboo sticks are driven into th e 
grou nd, and d irt is throw n u p against 
them , som etim es w ith a top p ing of 
gu nny sacks filled w ith earth and som e­ 
tim es w ith a row of stone blocks. M any 
of th eir w orks are m ade of stone blocks 
backed w ith earth, w hile others are 
sim p le earthw orks w ith a ditch behind. 
As a ru le these are ccncealed as m u ch 
as p ossible by brifth and banana leaves, 
and several of these m asked defenses 
have been ru n u p on u nexp ectedly. 
Be­ 
sides these artificial works, they u tilize 
the dikes betw een ricefields, w here the 
em bankm ent affords p rotection and the 
bamboo hedge th a t crests it screens 
them from observation. T hu s concealed 
and u sing smokeless p owder, they are 
u su ally able to do considerable shooting 
before th e ir exact location is discovered. 
A nother class of defenses is fou nd u n ­ 
der the native nip a p alm hu ts. 
These 
are set u p from the grou nd on bamboo 
stilts from three to six feet, the sp ace 
below the floor being an op en resort for 
chiu kens. du cks and p igs. By bu ilding 
a little fou ndation of rocks on tw o sides, 
th is sp ace is easily converted into a 
rifle p it. and w ith lo^3se bru sh scattered 
in front it p resents an extrem ely inno­ 
cent ap p earance. 
One or tw o riflem en 
concealed in a p it like th is can rem ain 
a long tim e u ndiscovered and m ight do 
a great deal of dam age if they cou ld 
shoot. H u ndreds of these rifle p its have 
been discovered, m any of them in active 
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Kon S ta m p » P r in te d . 


L ater develop m ents regarding the 
dangerou s gang of cou nterfeiters arrest­ 
ed at P hiladelp hia and L ancaster show 
th a t W illiam M. Jacobs, w ho w as really 
the leader of the gang, w as abou t to 
p u t into op eration a p lan to m anu fac­ 
tu re 110.000.000 in 120, $ 50 and $ 100 


notes. 
Jacobs w orked u p on th e theory th a t 
every m an cou ld be p u rchased, and it 
was his in ten tio n , a fte r m aking this 
large am ou nt of bogu s money, to bu y a 
receiving teller in a su btreasu ry 
p osit th e cou nterfeits in su m s of 
less th an $ 100,000, take a certificate of 
dep osit and draw ag ain st them for gen­ 
u ine money.

W hen C hief W ilkie and his assistants 
in terru p ted the p rogress of the scheme, 
they fou nd a $ 50 p late w hich w as even 
better th an the p late from w hich the 
$ 100 cou nterfeits w ere p rinted. 
The cou nterfeiters had th e m achinery 
for m aking p ap er w hich w ou ld be al­ 
m ost an exact co u n terp art of th a t u sed 
by the governm ent 
It w as in boxes in 
th eir establishm ent. N othing had been 
done tow ard setting it u p , as it was 
feared th is w ou ld excite su sp icion. The 
p lan w as u ltim ately to m ake enou gh 
p ap er in a week to p rin t th e am ou nt of 
m oney determ ined u p on. 
^ 
A few visitors to C hief W ilkie s of­ 
fice w ere recently shown some in terest­ 
ing relics of the cap tu re. These inclu d­ 
ed the dangerou s p lates from w hich the 
$ 1 0 0 M onroe , notes had been p rinted. 
N o tw ith stan d in g the fact th a t Secretary 
G age recalled the issu e of these notes, 
Jacobs retained th is dangerou s p iece of 
evidence, hop ing to u se it in the fu tu re. 
T he p late was too good, in his op inion, 
to be destroyed. 
It consists of three 
p ieces, the front, back and seal. To p re­ 
vent ru stin g they had been covered w ith

WAB IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Novel Features of Campaigning 
i 
With the Flying Brigade.

The New York Poet’s correspondent, 
w riting from Pasig, Philippine Islands, 
tinder the date of March 16, about cam­ 
paigning in the Philippines, says*. 
Campaigning in the Philippines with 
the flying brigade presents many fea­ 
tures of warfare novel to the American 
soldier, as well as the many that are 
common to the soldier’s life in the field 
everywhere. The natnre of the enemy 
and his methods of warfare are different 
from those tonally met with when na­ 
tions agree to disagree and seek to 
compel an agreement from each other 
under duress. 
His skulking instincts 
and bushwhacking proclivities require 
a modification of ordinary military 
methods and call for the injection of a 
modicum of plain horse sense into the ap 
plication of accepted m ilitary theories. 
In my humble opinion, there has not 
been enough of this at times, and much 
less has been accomplished than might 
have been by this time in consequence. 
The policy pnrsued has been marked 
w ith extreme caution and conservatism, 
well enough, to be sure, with an organ­ 
ized army to contend with, but not so 
necessary when the undisciplined army 
of the insurgent government has to be 
dealt with. 
I have been in the island nine months 
and have had ample opportunity to 
study the Filipino’s character, watch 
his m ilitary methods and observe his 
utter lack of the organizing faculty 
which is so strong a characteristic of 
the Anglo-Saxon. 
W ith an army three 
times the size of ours, two-thirds of ii 
well armed and supplied with an shun 
dance of ammunition, the insurgent gen 
cral has not been able so to handle his 
force as to strike an effective blow any­ 
where. True, he lacks cavalry and artil­ 
lery, but he wonld not know how to 
handle them effectively if he had them. 
However, if he could concentrate 20, OOO 
men, and throw them against onr lines 
s t any point, he could break those lines 
and wall them up by the flanks in both 
directions; but this is just what he can­ 
not do. 
The Filipino does not possess 
the organizing faculty sufficiently to 
assemble and handle such a force as a 
unit. 
He seems able only to put arms 
in the hands of thousands of men and 
then let them tight as individuals and 
separate bodies as circumstances dic^ 
tate. He does not understand the art of 
offensive warfare. 
His instinct and 
training are to fight always from cover, 
and this utterly unfits him for the 
offensive. 
Such being the case, the strictly de­ 
fensive attitude of the American army 
during the past month, during which 
the four best campaigning weeks of the 
whole year have slipped by unutilized, 
has been an ultra conservative one. The 
movement now on foot, where 4, OI. 
men of all arms are being sent out as u 
flying brigade to hit the enemy, cap­ 
tu re his strongholds and break up what 
organization he has, might well have 
been begun a month ago, with men 
taken from the army already assembled 
and acclimated, and Manila have been 
fully protected by the remainder against 
any attack while the enemy was being 
harried. The trouble was that m ilitary 
theories did not teach this, and the ene­ 
my was given credit for m ilitary skill 
and offensive powers he does not possess. 
The work of the flying brigade the 
past few days has demonstrated this 
completely. The Filipino is tenacious 
and pugnacious, but not valiant in the 
true sense of the word. 
When driven 
from one stronghold he does not stop 
running until he finds shelter behind 
another. He does remain behind his in- 
trenchments under the hottest fire until 
flanked or rushed out, but he keeps 
down out of harm ’s way and fires over 
the top without rising up to see what 
he is shooting at and thus inflicts little 
damage. 
It is when he finally breaks 
cover and runs that our men get in 
their deadly work, shooting with the 
coolness, care and accuracy of the train 
cd marksman 
The troops show the greatest eager­ 
ness to make every shot count and ex­ 
pose themselves recklessly to accomplish 
it. 
They show a zest in fighting that 
makes it difficult to restrain them. This 
was illustrated by a remark made by 
General King on the morning of Feb 
6, when the ldahos charged the in- 
trenchments of the enemy near Santa 
Ana. 
It was his intention only to ad­ 
vance a short distance, but the men had 
been held in leash all night and until 
the middle of the forenoon under a 
heavy fire, and when told to advance 
they started on a run, with wild yells, 
for the Filipino intrenchmente. General 
King saw that it was useless to call 
them back, and, turning with a smile to 
his staff, he said, “ There goes the 
American soldier, and all hades couldn t 
stop him. ” The result showed that the 
men knew by instinct and long ac­ 
quaintance with the Filipino much bet 
ter how to fight him than the genera 


did with his m ilitary theories,' for they 
jumped the insurrectos out of their in- 
trenchments and killed scores of them 
without losing a man. while if they had 
made the cautions advance intended 
they wonld probably have suffered se­ 
verely. 
This eagerness to tight is dis­ 
played by the volunteers more than the 
regulars, for the reason that the volun­ 
teers enlisted simply because they want- 
d to fight, and the regulars did not 
have this as their chief motive. 
Tho question of the relative value of 
volunteers and regulars, settled so ad­ 
versely to the former in the Cuban cam­ 
paign. will bear further discussion in 
the Philippines. 
The volunteers now 
lere a r e undoubtedly better troops than 
the new regular regiments just arriv- 
and there is good reason for it. 
They have been under discipline and in 
the performance of active m ilitary duty 
for nine months, while from two-thirds 
to three-fourths of the men in the regi­ 
ments that have just arrived or are on 
the way are recruits. The same was 
true of the regulars that came out last 
summer, the Fourteenth, Eighteenth 
and Twenty-third. They had as many 
raw recruits in their ranks as did the 
volunteers, and they have seen exactly 
the same service eince. 
It is admitted 
by all officers here that the volunteers 
are thoroughly seasoned troops and equal 
to the regulars for all m ilitary purposes. 
A field officer of the Seventeenth re­ 
marked to me the second day after land­ 
ing from the G rant and being quar­ 
tered with the Oregon regiment 
was highly pleased to see the guard 
doty performed by the Oregon regiment 
yesterdav. 
It was the best I have seen 
ainee the war began.” The men of the 
Twentieth looked on at the work of the 
Washingtons in their attack on Pateros, 
two days ago, with astonishment, and 
said: “ Just look at those men go. They 
don’t seem to fear anything. ” This was 
natural, for the Washingtons have been 
doing that sort of thing for a month 
now, and most of the men who were 
watching them had never seen a battle 
until they were thrown into one the 
day before. 
The men who have been 
fighting here know that the way to 
fight Filipinos is to rush them. 
They 
have not the nerve to stand up against 
a line of blue shirts or brown coats 
sweeping down upon them with demo 
uiacal yells. They abandon their cover 
posthaste, and then the slaughter be­ 
gins. When the new generals learn as 
much about the peculiarities of the 
Filipinos as the men in the ranks, the 
rushing tactics will be adopted at head­ 
quarters. 
Yet, whatever may be said, compara 
tively, of the old volunteers and the 
new regulars, there is not intended the 
least intim ation against the courage or 
natural soldierly qualities of the regu 
lars who have just arrived. The Twen 
tieth and the Twenty-second, after only 
ten days off ship, were put into the fly­ 
ing brigade and went at once into the 
battle of Guadalupe and behaved splen­ 
didly. 
If they lacked the dash of the 
older troops, they did not fail to ad­ 
vance steadily and use their rifles to 
good effect. For half an hour the Twen­ 
tieth were under the hottegt kind of fire 
aud poured a steady stream of bullets 
from their exposed position in the open 
into the woods where the enemy was 
concealed, advancing steadily as they 
did so. The only difference between 
*Vm and the troops that have been 
,Ating here is that the latter would 
have charged and dislodged the enemy 
instead of advancing gradually. 
But 
the work was done. 
As I have said, the Filipino’s m ili­ 
tary instinct is defensive. He surround­ 
ed Manila with splendid earthworks, 
which he abandoned when advanced 
upon. When onr lines were established 
and we sat down to wait for r e in ­ 
forcements instead of pushing the ene- 
ft he began the construction of in- 
trenchments at every vantage point 
commanding roads and rivers. 
These 
are not hastily thrown up works, such 
as our troops have been satisfied with, 
but splendidly built, about five feet 
high and usually provided with safe ex 
its. 
Bamboo sticks are driven into the 
ground, and dirt is thrown up against

COUNTERFEITING GANG. 


Jacobs, the Leader, Planned His 
Operations on a Gigantic Scale. 
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BRIBERY PART OF THE SCHEME.

Later developments regarding the 
dangerous gang of counterfeiters arrest­ 
ed at Philadelphia and Lancaster show 
that W illiam M. Jacobs, who was really 
the leader of the gang, was about to 
put into operation a plan to manufac­ 
ture $10,000,000 in $20, $50 and $100 
notes. 
Jacobs worked upon the theory that 
every man could be purchased, and it 
was his intention, after making this 
large amount of bogus money, to buy a 
receiving teller in a subtreasury, de­ 
posit the counterfeits in sums of not 
less than $100,000, take a certificate of 
deposit and draw against them for gen­ 
uine money. 
When Chief W ilkie and his assistants 
interrupted the progress of the scheme, 
they found a $50 plate which was even 
better than the plate from which the 
$100 counterfeits were printed. 
The counterfeiters had the machinery 
for making paper which would be a1 
most an exact counterpart of that used 
by the government 
It was in boxes in 
their establishment. Nothing had been 
done toward setting it up, as it was 
feared this would excite suspicion. The 
plan was ultimately to make enoug i 
paper in a week to print the amount of 
money determined upon. 
A few visitors to Chief Wilkie s of­ 
fice were recently shown some interest­ 
ing relics of the capture. These includ­ 
ed the dangerous plates from which the 
$100 Monroe . notes had been printed. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Secretary 
Gage recalled the issue of these notes, 
Jacobs retained this dangerous piece of 
evidence, hoping to use it in the future. 
The plate was too good, in his opinion, 
to be destroyed. 
It consists of three 
pieces, the front, back and seal. To pre­ 
vent rusting they had been covered with

Tho New York Post’s correspondent, 
writing from Pasig, Philippine Islands, 
tinder the date of March 16, about cam­ 
paigning in the Philippines, says: 
Campaigning in the Philippines with 
the flying brigade presents many fea­ 
tures of warfare novel to the American 
soldier, as well as the many that are 
common to the soldier's life in the field 
everywhere. 
The nature of the enemy 
and his methods of warfare are different 
from those usually met with when na­ 
tions agree to disagree and seek to 
compel an agreement from each other 
under duress. 
His skulking instincts 
and bushwhacking proclivities require 
a modification of ordinary military 
methods and call for the injection of a 
modicum of plain horse sense into the ap­ 
plication of accepted military theories. 
In my humble opinion, there has not 
been enough of this at times, and much 
less has been accomplished than might 
have been by this time in consequence. 
The policy pursued has been marked 
with extreme caution and conservatism, 
.well enough, to be sure, with an organ­ 
ised army to contend with, but not so 
necessary when the undisciplined army 
of the insurgent government has to be 
dealt with. 
I have been in the island nine months 
and have had ample opportunity to 
study the Filipino’s character, watch 
his military methods and observe his 
utter lack of the organizing faculty 
which is so strong a characteristic of 
the Anglo-Saxon. 
W ith an army three 
times the size of ours, two-thirds of it 
well armed and supplied with an abun­ 
dance of ammunition, the insurgent gen­ 
eral has not been able so to bandle his 
force as to strike an effective blow any­ 
where. True, he lacks cavalry and artil­ 
lery, but he would not know how to 
handle them effectively if he had them. 
However, if he could concentrate 20,000 
men, and throw them against our lines 
a t any point, he could break those lines 
and wall them up by the flanks in both 
directions; but this is just what he can­ 
not do. 
The Filipino does not possess 
the organizing faculty sufficiently to 
assemble and handle such a force as a 
unit. 
He seems able only to put arms 
in the hands of thousands of men and 
then let them tight as individuals and 
separate bodies as circumstances dic­ 
tate. He does not understand the art of 
offensive warfare. 
His instinct and 
training are to fight always from cover, 
and this utterly unfits him for the 
offensive. 
Such being the case, the strictly de­ 
fensive attitude of the American army 
during the past month, during which 
the four best campaigning weeks of the 
whole year have slipped by unutilized, 
has been an ultra conservative one. The 
movement now on foot, where 4,0<!' 
men of all arms are being sent out as u 
flying brigade to hit the enemy, cap­ 
tu re his strongholds and break np what 
organization he has, might well have 
been begun a month ago, with men 
taken from the army already assembled 
and acclimated, and Manila have been 
fully protected by the remainder against 
any attack while the enemy was being 
harried. The trouble was that military 
theories did not teach this, and the ene­ 
my was given credit for military skill 
and offensive powers he does not possess. 
The work of the flying brigade the 
past few days has demonstrated this 
completely. The Filipino is tenacious 
and pugnacious, but not valiant in the 
true sense of the word. 
When driven 
from one stronghold he does not stop 
running until he finds shelter behind 
another. He does remain behind his in- 
trenchments under the hottest fire until 
flanked or rushed out, but he keeps 
flown out of harm ’s way and tires over 
the top without rising up to see what 
he is shooting at and thus inflicts little 
damage. 
It is when he finally breaks 
cover aud runs that our men get in 
their deadly work, shooting with the 
coolness, care and accuracy of the train­ 
ed marksman 
The troops show the greatest eager­ 
ness to make every shot count and ex­ 
pose themselves recklessly to accomplish 
it. 
They show a zest in fighting that 
makes it difficult to restrain them. This 
was illustrated by a remark made by 
General King on the morning of Feb 
5, when the Idahos charged the in- 
trenchments of the enemy near Santa 
Ana. 
It was his intention only to ad­ 
vance a short distance, but the men had 
been beld in leash all night and until 
the middle of the forenoon under a 
heavy fire, and when told to advance 
they started on a run, with wild yells, 
for the Filipino intrenchments. General 
King saw that it was useless to call 
them back, and, turning with a smile to 
his staff, he said, “ There goes the 
American soldier, aud all hades couldn’t 
stop him. ” The result showed that the 
men knew by instinct and long ac­ 
quaintance with the Filipino much bet­ 
ter how to fight him than the general 


did with his military theories,' tor tney 
jumped the insurrect® out of their in­ 
trench men ts and killed scores of them 
without losing a man. while if they had 
made the cautious advance intended 
they would probably have suffered se­ 
verely. 
This eagerness to tight is dis 
played by the volunteers more than the 
regulars, for tim reason that the volun- 
tenrs enlisted simply because they w ant­ 
ed to fight, and the regulars did not 
have this as their chief motive. 
Tho question of the relative value of 
volunteers and regulars, settled so ad­ 
versely to the former in the Cuban cam 
paigu. will bear further discussion in 
the Philippines. 
The volunteers now 
here are undoubtedly better troops than 
the new regular regiments just arriv­ 
ing, and there is good reason for it. 
They have been under discipline and in 
the performance of active m ilitary duty 
for nine months, while from two-thirds 
to three-fourths of the men in the regi­ 
ments that have just arrived or are on 
the way are recruits. 
The same was 
true of the regulars that came out last 
summer, the Fourteenth, Eighteenth 
and Twenty-third. 
They had as many 
raw recruits in their ranks as did the 
Volunteers, and they have seen exactly 
the same service since. 
It is admitted 
by all officers here that the volunteers 
are thoroughly seasoned troops and equal 
to the regulars for a ll m ilitary purposes. 
A field officer of the Seventeenth re­ 
marked to me the second day after land­ 
ing from the Grant and being quar­ 
tered with the Oregon regiment: “ I 
was highly pleased to see the guard 
duty performed by the Oregon regiment 
yesterday. 
It was the best I have seen 
since the war began.” The men of the 
Twentieth looked on at the work of the 
Washingtons in their attack on Pateros, 
two days ago, with astonishment, and 
said: “ Just look at those men go. They 
don’t seem to fear anything. ” This was 
natural, for the Washingtons have been 
doing that sort of thing for a month 
now, and most of the men who were 
watching them had never seen a battle 
until they were thrown into one the 
day before. 
The men who have been 
fighting here know’ that the way to 
fight Filipinos is to rnsh them. 
They 
have not the nerve to stand np against 
a line of blue shirts or brown coats 
sweeping down upon them with demo­ 
niacal yells. They abandon their cover 
posthaste, and then the slaughter be­ 
gins. 
When the new generals learn as 
much about the peculiarities of the 
Filipinos as the men in the ranks, the 
rushing tactics will be adopted at head­ 
quarters. 
Yet, whatever may be said, compara­ 
tively, of the old volunteers and the 
new regulars, there is not intended the 
least intimation against the courage or 
natural soldierly qualities of the regu­ 
lars who have just arrived. The Twen­ 
tieth and the Twenty-second, after only 
ten days off ship, were put into the fly­ 
ing brigade and went at once into the 
battle of Guadalupe and behaved splen­ 
didly. 
If they lacked the dash of the 
older troops, they did not fail to ad­ 
vance steadily and nee their rifles to 
good effect. For half an hour the Twen­ 
tieth were under the hottest kind of fire 
aud poured a steady etream of bullets 
from their exposed position in the open 
into the woods where the enemy was 
concealed, advancing steadily as they 
did so. 
The only difference between 
*’>pm and the troops that have been 
fliting here is that the latter would 
have charged and dislodged the enemy 
instead of advancing gradually.

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Later developments regarding the 
dangerous gang of counterfeiters arrest­ 
ed at Philadelphia and Lancaster show 
that William M. Jacobs, who was really 
the leader of the gang, was about to 
put into operation a plan to manufac­ 
ture $10,000,000 in $20, $50 and $100 
notes. 
Jacobs worked upon the theory that 
every man could be purchased, and it 
was his intention, after making this 
large amount of bogus money, to buy a 
receiving teller in a subtreasury, de­ 
posit the counterfeits in sums of not 
less than $100,000, take a certificate of 
deposit and draw against them for gen­ 
uine money. 
When Chief Wilkie and his assistants 
interrupted the progress of the scheme, 
they found a $50 plate which was even 
better than the plate from which the 
$100 counterfeits were printed. 
The counterfeiters had the machinery 
for making paper which would be al­ 
most an exact counterpart of that used 
by the government 
It was in boxes in 
their establishment. Nothing had been 
done toward setting it up, as it was 
feared this would excite suspicion. The 
plan was ultimately to make enough 
paper in a week to print the amount of 
money determined upon. 
A few visitors to Chief W ilkie’s of­ 
fice were recently shown some interest­ 
ing relics of the capture. These includ­ 
ed the dangerous plates from which the 
$100 Monroe , notes had been printed. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Secretary 
Gage recalled the issue of these notes, 
Jacobs retained this dangerous piece of 
evidence, hoping to use it in the future. 
The plate was too good, in his opinion, 
to be destroyed. 
It consists of three 
pieces, the front, back and seal. To pre­ 
vent rusting they had been covered with 
beeswax. 
The new $50 plate was of two pieces, 
and is what is known as the “ Everett” 
note. 
This is considered the best piece 
of work ever turned out by a counter­

Dr, Christian, the youngest surgeon 
on the staff of Bellevue hospital, had 
pushed his way among the hysterical 
tenants who were clustered about a 
room on the third floor and fonnd him­ 
self confronted with a very grave case. 
At first sight it seemed that Daniel 
Egan must surely die, but closer exam­ 
ination showed that an unusual acci­ 
dent might yet be his salvation if it 
could be tak en 
advantage of very 
promptly To avoid technical terms, the 
wound 
was 
fortunately 
below the 
Adam’s apple. 
Still more fortunately, 
the severed end of the windpipe pro­ 
truded slightly, and through this the 
patient was breathing. 
The problem 
before the quick witted Dr. Christian 
was to check the bleeding without in­ 
terfering with this odd breathing proc­ 
ess. 
He searched for a tube and found 
one. 
It was part of a stomach pump. 
Kneeling over his patient, he removed 
the bandage. 
His work was hampered 
by the jolting and swaying of the am­ 
bulance, but it was a m atter of life 
and death in any event. With a delicacy 
of adjustment amazing under the cir­ 
cumstances he fitted the rubber tube in 
such a way as to splice the divided 
trachea. 
And Daniel Egan breathed 
again. His life was saved.—New York

HOW THE FILIPINOS FIGHT. 


W e a r I’n tfo rm « I’n t il T ir e d , 
T h en 
P u t o n ritlEenM* D r e ss a n d Spy . 
Frank Moore of Chicago recently rc 
ceived a letter from his cousin, Thonia^- 
Hamilton, who is a member of 
Com­ 
pany C, First Wyoming, at Manila, in 
which he writes: 
“ At the present moment the sharp­ 
shooters are giving us a few lead pills. 
They fire on us every night, for they 
will not fight by daylight. 
The only 
time they fought in daylight was March 
5, and this is the way it happened: The 
Wyoming battalion was quartered at 
Cavite. 
On the 2d we were ordered 
back to Manila. We left on the 4th and 
arrived in Manila about 7 o’clock . 
It 
was dark , and we were hungry, for we 
had break fasted early and had no din­ 
ner. While we were eating, the natives 
opened fire on the First Nebrask a and 
the bugles blew for assembly. 
In two 
minutes we were in line. At daybreak 
we were ordered to march. 
On the 
right were the Californians, and then 
the Wyomings, the engineer 
corps, 
the Fourth cavalry, the Washingtcn 
men and the Fourteenth infantry. The 
Sixth artillery and the Monadnock were 
shelling the brush. 
We advanced on 
the natives in sk irmish line over rice- 
fields, through bamboos, and drove the 
enemy for five miles. The natives would 
fire and then run. 
The (do.sest we eve^r 
got to them was about 800 yards, but 
we shot every one that we could see 
We had one man k illed. So far we liave 
k illed 14,000 and our loss is 64 k illed 
and 300 wounded. 
The natives fight 
until it gets too hot for them, and then 
they pull off their uniforms and put 
on 
white clothes and come in our lines to 
see what we are doing. Today orders 
were received not to allow any natives 
inside our lines; so that will stop the 
white clothes rack et.” —Chicago Rec­ 
ord. 


CONVICTS TO PUBLISH PAPER 


T h e S ta r o f H o p e to B e P r in t e d In 
Sing ; Slnir P r is o n . 
A new field has been opened to the 
1,300 convicts in Sing Sing prison 
They are to publish a week ly paper. 
The name selected is The Star of 
Hope. 
It will be four pages, all of the 
work to be done by convicts. 
Warden 
Sage, the originator of the plan, will be 
the managing editor and news censor 
of the publication. 
The prison has an 
extensive printing establishment. 
Mr. 
Sage 
said 
recently that he 
thought the paper would be a double 
success. He believes that a fair substi­ 
tute for physical labor will be found 
for the convicts in the employment of 
the mental faculties in preparing items 
that interest them in their prison life. 
The names of the contributors will not 
be published. 
The warden says that 
with the writers remaining unk nown 
he is sure the prisoners will tak e more 
interest in the paper than they other­ 
wise would. 
The Star of Hope will go 
outside the prison, and this was an ad­ 
ditional reason for Mr. Sage in his de­ 
cision to omit the names. There will be 
no subscription list, and the copies of 
the paper will be distributed.free. 
Among the outside contributors will 
be Mrs. Ballington Booth. She is a fa­ 
vorite with the prison inmates, and has 
organized the Hope league among them 
The name of the paper is intended as a 
compliment to her.—New York Herald 


KANSAN S AT MANILA. 


Pro a d o f Their Co lo n I a nd Hea dy to F o l­ 
lo w Him Any where. 
C. L. Simpson, first .sergeant of the 
Salina company, 
writes as follows: 
“ Now a word about onr officers before 
closing. Colonel Funston, or ‘Scrapping 
Fred,’ as he is called, has proved him ­ 
self to be the bravest officer in the line 
and one that the btjys will follow 
through ‘fire or w ater.’ 
Corporal Mattiiews of the F<jrt Scott 
company writes breezily as follows: 
“ Say, Bill, this is a snap, lying here in 
the trenches with the bullets singing a 
song over our heads all day and night. 
Every time any of us show our.selves 
they tak e a shot at us, but we do not 
fear their aim as long as they shoot di­ 
rectly at us, but when they aim at 
some one else we are liable to get it in 
the neck . 
I’ll bet this is the only cam­ 
paign that was ever heard of where the 
men get fresh meat and bread three 
times a day and carriages in which to 
ride back and forth to the city. ” 
John Linder, a Newton boy with the 
Twentieth Kansas, writes; “ For a long 
time 1 wanted to see a fight. 
I have 
now seen two, and that’s two too many. 
Our paymaster. Major Sternberg, t<jld 
us after the first battle that every regi­ 
ment along the line was talk ing about 
the Kansans. 
Some say we are not hir 
mans, but devils in a fight, which is 
saying a good deal for our fighting 
qualities. ” 
In the course of a gossipy letter from 
the trenches, J. W. W. Ozias of Eudcra 
says: “ I want to assure home people 
that, valuable as our lives may be, not 
one of us regrets our presence here in 
this trying ordeal 
Greater America, 
grander civilization, freedom, demand 
sacrifices, and we shall try to complete 
onr task well and nobly. In the advance 
Friday every living thing within the 
lines, except a Filipino or two in the 
trees, was k illed—of course, without 
our k nowing—horses, dogs, chick ens, 
cats and all. Chick ens and cats lie list­ 
lessly on the ground, nearly dead with 
fear. As Company H charged through 
Caloocan. the rats under the buildimfs 


ran away in droves. 
No wonder; the 
noise would have scared gods and men. ” 
Captain Bishop, commander of the 
Salina company in the Twentieth Kan­ 
sas, writes of the charge at Caloocan as 
follows: “ Colonel Funston realized that 
success depended upon haste, and as he 
hurried up and down the line urging us 
on to Caloocan we realized that we had 
the bravest colonel that ever led a legi- 
ment, and 1,000 brave Kansas boys re­ 
sponded to the commands. 
As Harry 
Todd was ringing the bell in thec iurcli 
tower with lead from bis Springfield I 
cried out, ‘How many will follow 
And 
every man answered, ‘I am ready!’ or 
‘Here, here!’ And away we went 
“ It was my amhition to be the first 
man to scale the walls, but, bless your 
soul, 1 am getting old, and 40 or more 
brave lads sal astride the wall shooting 
natives before I got there. And here we 
rested until the other companies, 
n\ hich 
were pick ing their w’ay through the un­ 
derbrush and across trenches on either 
side of the town, came up. 
We were 
I» roud of our rush on the town and 
proud of the brave hoys who forced the 
intreuchments right and left—intrencb- 
ments concealed l)y brush and vines and 
full of natives with Mausers and Rem­ 
ingtons. ” 
Guy Tate of the Abilene comi)any 
with the Twentieth Kan.sassays that in 
one of the regim ent’s fights Colonel 
Funston w’as cn foot and “ k ept running 
up and down the line patting us boys on 
the back s and t» *lling us to give the 
rebels hell.” —Kansas (Mtv Journal

Nancy Hank s Lincoln sleeps in the 
bluffs which sk irt southern Indiana. 
Her grave is 15 miles back from the 
Ohio river, in Perry county, within a 
few rods of the log cabin home in which 
she died. 
For many years there was 
nothing to mark the grave, and it was 
almost lost in the bramble bushes when 
patriotic and reverent individuals a few 
years ago sought it out, and clearing 
the growth away erected a small but 
snbstantial monument over the grave 
and surrounded it'w ith an iron fence. 
They hare cared for it, and the place is 
now rather easy of approach. After the

HOW THE FILIPINOS FIGHT.

Frank Moore of Chicago recently re­ 
ceived a letter from his cousin, Thomas 
Hamilton, who is a member of Com­ 
pany C, First Wyoming, at Manila, in 
which he writes; 
“ At the present moment the sharp­ 
shooters are giving us a few lead pills. 
They fire on us every night, for they 
will not fight by daylight. The only 
time they fought in daylight was March 
5, and this is the way it happened: The 
Wyoming battalion was quartered at 
Cavite. On the 2d we were ordered 
back to Manila. We left on the 4th and 
arrived in Manila about 7 o’clock. It 
was dark, and we were hungry, for we 
had breakfasted early and had no din­ 
ner. While we were eating, the natives 
opened fire on the First Nebraska and 
the bugles blew for assembly. In two 
minutes we were in line. At daybreak 
we were ordered to march. On the 
right were the Californians, and then 
the Wyomings, the engineer corps, 
the Fourth cavalry, the Washington 
men and the Fourteenth infantry. The 
Sixth artillery and the Monadnock were 
shelling the brush. 
We advanced on 
the natives in skirmish line over rice- 
fields, through bamboos, and drove the 
enemy for five miles. The natives would 
fire and then run. The closest we ever 
got to them was about 800 yards, but 
we shot every one that we could see 
We had one man killed. Sofar we have 
killed 14,000 and our loss is 64 killed 
and 300 wounded. The natives fight 
until it gets too hot for them, and then 
they pull off their uniforms and put on 
white clothes aud come in our lines to 
see what we are doing. Today orders 
were received not to allow any natives 
inside our lines; so that will stop tin 
white clothes racket.” —Chicago Rec 
Ord.

Any combination of capital aud 
organization that gives the maximum 
of production at the minimum of cost, 
saving useless labor and thus lightening 
the burden of the world, is a blessing. 
The problem is of properly distributing 
this blessing—this saving of labor. The 
evil arises that it is captured by a few 
men—the trust—when it is the result 
of what might he called the increment 
of organized association and belongs to 
the community and should be distribut­ 
ed where 
it 
belongs.’’—New York

Daniel Egan, distracted by the death 
of his mother, had cnt his throat with 
a razor in his tenement home at New 
York. 
Dr. Christian, the youngest surgeon 
on the staff of Bellevue hospital, had 
pushed his way among the hysterical 
tenants who were clustered about a 
room on the third floor and found him­ 
self confronted with a very grave case. 
At first sight it seemed that Daniel 
Egan must surely die, but closer exam­ 
ination showed that an nnnsual acci­ 
dent might yet be his salvation if it 
could be taken 
advantage of very 
promptly To avoid technical terms, the 
wound 
was 
fortunately 
below the 
Adam’s apple. 
Still more fortunately, 
the severed end of the windpipe pro­ 
truded slightly, and through this the 
patient was breathing. 
The problem 
before the quick witted Dr. Christian 
was to check the bleeding without in­ 
terfering with this odd breathing proc­ 
ess. 
He searched for a tube and fonnd 
one. 
It was part of a stomach pump. 
Kneeling over his patient, he removed 
the bandage. 
His work was hampered 
by the jolting and swaying of the am­ 
bulance, but it was a matter of life 
and death in any event. With a delicacy 
of adjustment amazing under the cir­ 
cumstances he fitted the rubber tube in 
such a way as to splice the divided 
trachea. 
And Daniel Egan breathed 
again. His life was saved.—New York 
Journal

W ear Filiform* In tl! Tired, Then 
Put on Cittern*' Drew* and Spy. 
Frank Moore of Chicago recently re 
reived a letter from his cousin, Thomas 
Hamilton, who is a member of Com­ 
pany C, First Wyoming, at Manila, in 
which he writes; 
“ At the present moment the sharp­ 
shooters are giving us a few* lead pills. 
They fire on us every night, for they 
will not fight by daylight. 
The onlv 
time they fought in daylight was March 
5. and this is tile way it happened : The 
Wyoming battalion was quartered at 
Cavite. 
On the 2d we were ordered 
back to Manila. We left on the 4th and 
arrived in Manila about 7 o’clock. 
It 
was dark, and we were hungry, for we 
had breakfasted early and had no din­ 
ner. While we were eating, the natives 
opened fire on the First Nebraska and 
the bugles blew for assembly. 
In two 
minutes we were in line. 
At daybreak 
we were ordered to march. 
On the 
right were the Californians, and then 
the Wyomings, 
the engineer 
corps, 
the Fourth cavalry, the Washington 
men and the Fourteenth infantry. The 
Sixth artillery and the Monadnock were 
shelling the brush. 
We advanced on 
the natives in skirmish line over rice- 
fields, through bamboos, and drove the 
enemy for five miles. The natives would 
fire and then run. 
The closest we ever 
got to them was about 800 yards, but 
we shot every one that we could see 
We had one man killed. Sofar we have 
killed 14,000 and our loss is 64 killed 
and 300 wounded. The natives fight 
until it gets too hot for them, and then 
they pull off their uniforms and put on 
white clothes and come in our lines to 
see what we are doing. 
Today orders 
were received not to allow any natives 
inside our lines; so that will stop the 
white clothes racket.” —Chicago Rec 
ord.

A new field has been opened to the 
1,300 convicts in Sing Sing prison 
They are to publish a weekly paper. 
The name selected i9 The Star of

work to be done by convicts. 
Warden 
Sage, the originator of the plan, will be 
the managing editor and news censor 
of the publication. 
The prison has an 
extensive printing establishment. 
Mr. 
Sage 
said 
recently that he 
thought the paper would be a double 
success. He believes that a fair substi­ 
tute for physical labor will be found 
for the convicts in the employment of 
the mental faculties in preparing items 
that interest them in their prison life. 
The names of the contributors will not 
be published. 
The warden says that 
with the writers remaining unknown 
he is sure the prisoners will take more 
interest in the paper than they other­ 
wise would. 
The Star of Hope will go 
outside the prison, and this was an ad­ 
ditional reason for Mr. Sage in his de­ 
cision to omit the names. There will be 
no subscription list, and the copies of 
the paper will be distributed.free. 
Among the outside contributors will 
be Mrs. Ballington Booth. She is a fa­ 
vorite with the prison inmates, and has 
organized the Hope league among them 
The name of the paper is intended as a 
compliment to her.—New York Herald

Colonel Funston, or ‘Scrapping 
Fred,’ as be is called, has proved him 
self to be the bravest officer in the line 
and one that the boys will follow 
through ‘fire or water.’ 
Corporal Matthews of the Fort Scott 
company writes breezily as follows: 
“ Say, Bill, this is a snap, lying here in 
the trenches with the bullets singing a 
song over our beads all day and night. 
Every time any of us show ourselves 
they take a shot at us, but we do not 
fear their aim as long as they shoot di­ 
rectly at us, but when they aim at 
some one else we are liable to get it iii 
the neck. 
I’ll bet this is the only cam­ 
paign that was ever heard of where the 
men get fresh meat and bread three 
times a day and carriages in which to 
ride back and forth to the city. ” 
John Linder, a Newton boy with the 
Twentieth Kansas, writes: “ For a long 
time I wanted to see a fight. 
I have 
now seen two, and that’s two too many. 
Our paymaster. Major Sternberg, told 
us after the first battle that every regi­ 
ment along the line was talking about 
the Kansans. 
Some say we are not hu­ 
mans, but devils in a fight, which is 
saying a good deal for our fighting 
qualities. ” 
In the course of a gossipy letter from 
the trenches, J. W. W. Ozias of Eudora 
says: “ I want to assure home people 
that, valuable as our lives may be, not 
one of us regrets our presence here in 
this trying ordeal. 
Greater America, 
grander civilization, freedom, demand 
sacrifices, and we shall try to complete 
our task well and nobly. In the advance 
Friday every living thing within the 
lines, except a Filipino or two in the 
trees, was killed—of course, without 
our knowing—horses, dogs, chickens, 
cats and all. Chickens and cats lie list­ 
lessly on the ground, nearly dead with 
fear. 
As Company H charged through 
Caloocan, the rats under the buildings 


ran away in droves. 
No wonder: the 
noise would have scared gods and men. ” 
Captain Bishop, commander of the 
Salina company in the Twentieth Kan­ 
sas, writes of the charge at Caloocan as 
follows: “ Colonel Funston realized that 
success depended upon haste, and as he 
hurried up and down the line urging us 
on to Caloocan we realized that we had 
the bravest colonel that ever led a regi­ 
ment, and 1,000 brave Kansas boys re­ 
sponded to the commands. 
As Harry 
Todd was ringing the bell in thee lurch 
tower with lead from bis Springfield I 
cried out, ‘How many will follow ?’ And 
everyman answered, ‘I am ready!’ or 
‘Here, here I’ And away we went 
“ It was my ambition to be the first 
man to scale the walls, but, bless your 
soul, I am getting old, and 40 or more 
brave lads sat astride the wall shooting 
natives before I got there. And here we 
rested until the other companies, 
hicli 
were picking their way through the un­ 
derbrush and across trenches on either 
side of the town, came up. 
We were 
proud of our rush on the town aud 
proud of the brave boys who forced the 
intrenchments right aud left—intreueh- 
ments concealed by brush and vines and 
full of natives with Mansers and Rem­ 
ingtons. ” 
Guy Tate of the Abilene company 
with the Twentieth Kansas says that in 
one of the regiment’s fights Colonel 
Funston was en foot and “ kept running 
up and down the line patting us boys on 
the hacks and telling us to give the 
rebels hell.” —Kansas City Journal.

The grave of Nancy Hanks, mother 
of Abraham Lincoln, is at last to be 
marked by a monument worthy of a 
woman who gave to the world one of 
its greatest men.

The Americans had three wounded.

port, which was later sent to New York 
to President McKinley by Assistant 
Secretary of W ar Meiklejohn.

The verdict, however, is known to lie 
that the allegations which General 
Miles made before the war investigat­ 
ing commission are not sustained with 
reference to the refrigerated beef, al­ 
though his contention that the canned 
roast beef was not a suitable continu­ 
ous ration is admitted. 
There is direct 
criticism of General Miles for failing to 
promptly bring to the attention of th** 
war department the reports made to 
him concerning bat! beef, aud "several 
individuals” are censured for failing to 
observe the proprieties of their position 
as commanding officers iii this and 
other respects. 
The forecast of th** report as made by 
The Associated Press on the 18th inst. 
was an accurate one. 
As was then 
stated, the court takes the position that 
the testimony is conclusive that both 
the refrigerated beef and the canned 
beef were in good condition when de­ 
livered to the government, and contin­ 
ued so until issued to the troops, ex­ 
cept in special instances, where the de­ 
terioration was due to accidental oondi- 
tions in transportation or to the influ­ 
ences of the tropical climate. 
The report admits the liability of re­ 
frigerated beef to taint quickly after re­ 
moval from th** ice chests. 
The court 
finds the charges of “embalming” the 
fresh beef to have l>een unsubstantiated 
by the testimony aud says no chemicals 
were used to preserve it. 
It also finds 
that it would have been impracticable 
to secure be* f on the hoof lor tho Cu­ 
ban campaign. 
The finding is likewise 
in opposition to the assertion on the part 
of General Miles that the use of the beet 
was an experiment. 
The fact is set forth that the canned 
roast beef had not been used to any ap^ 
erectable extent before the beginning of 
this war, and it is, therefore, regarded 
asia practically untried ration. 
In view 
of this fact the commissary general of 
subsistence is roundly criticised tor the 
purchase of the meat in such extensiv e 
quantities.

One of the most extreme cases of 
cruelty ever brought to light in East 
End is now being investigated by the 
Humane society.

Upon several occasions food has 
been given her by kind hearted neigh­ 
bors. and once when the son heard of 
this he became angry and used his 
mother in a way that was very unbe­ 
coming. 
Recently the woman upon 
getting from a bed fell to the floor and, 
although the son was in the house at the 
time, he would not assist her to her feet. 
She lay on the floor at that time about 
an hour. 
Last Friday the ill treatm ent 
of the son became the talk of the neigh­ 
borhood. and one of them reported the 
case to the police, who in turn placed it 
in the hands of the society. 
Without 
doubt it is the worst case of cruelty ever 
known in East End.

S H A R P S H O O T E R 'S STORY. 


An I n t e r e s t i n g B et t o r P r o m a South 
D a k o t a V o l u n t e e r . 
At Sioux Falls letters received from 
members of the First South Dakota 
during the last few days are unusually 
interesting. 
Among them is a letter 
from Otis Robinson, in which he gives 
an account of his experience as a sharp­ 
shooter and tells of the precautions 
taken to prevent the assassination of 
General Otis. 
“ I went on outpost yesterday morn­ 
ing,” he writes, “ and we had a pretty 
warm time all day and night and this 
morning. 
Each company got orders to 
have one sharpshooter on each outpost, 
and so I was appointed to act in that 
capacity while I was on duty ont'there. 
I hunted around all the forenoon before 
I found where the insurgent sharp­ 
shooters were stationed, and then I be­ 
gan to blaze away. I found an old well, 
and I could just stand in the bottom, 
and my head and shoulders would come 
above the rim. 
W ith 200 rounds of 
smokeless cartridge I made it uncom­ 
fortable for them. 
The insurgents had 
all of our men located, but they couldn’t 
see me. 
“ After I got the range— it was 950 
yards—I commenced to watch for them, 
and every time I could see one of the 
black ‘niggers’ pull up to shoot at our 
men on the left I would drive loose at 
him. 
The consequence was that they 
soon changed their positions. They kept 
out of sight of the other men, but ex­ 
posed to m a 
I dropped 500 grains of 
lead right among them. 
“ I had a close call the other day. 
I 
went to climb up in a tree that didn’t 
have any leaves on to get a crack at 
some ‘niggers, ’ and I had just got my 
glasses fixed when they espied me. Biff! 
Bang! Two little Mauser bullets went 
whistling past my head. 
I came down 
—never stopped to argue the question. 
I crawled up in another tree that was 
full of leaves. 
I had just found the 
place where the fellows that had shot 
at me were located, when Company B’s 
outpost let fly and scared them away. 
“ I had just started my letter last 
night, when the first lieutenant gave me 
four men and told me to go and sleep 
under the trees on the river front about 
50 yards from the palace. 
Squads sleep 
all around the grounds for fear the na­ 
tives may attem pt to assassinate Gen­ 
eral Otis, and we are always ready for 
an 
emergency. ” —Special 
St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Among fhe many stories told about 
Speaker Reed, who is to retire from 
congress and practice law in New York, 
the following account of his experience 
in a barber’s chair may prove of inter­ 
est: 
The Hon. T. Reed, speaker, reclined 
in a hotel barber shop chair the other 
afternoon looking like an aproned Bud­ 
dha far plunged in contemplation of the 
lim itations of the infinite. Inscrutabil­ 
ity gleamed steadily from his penetrat­ 
ing little eyes. 
He seemed to reek not 
that the burly, selfish world was amove. 
He gazed with a continuously focused 
gaze upon the knob of the barber shop 
door—whether attem pting to hypnotize 
himself or to hypnotize the knob, who 
knows—and he spake no word to the 
grinning black barber with teeth like 
peeled almonds who swept the scissors 
with zephyr touch through the color­ 
less wisp of hair that faintly fringes 
the after part of the great m an’s skull. 
The disinclination of the Hon. T. Recd 
to be discursive was not according to 
the barber’s ideas of things. 
He a t­ 
tempted to draw the great man out, 
perhaps in order to bequeath a legacy 
of epigrams to posterity. 
The great 
man only grunted monosyllabic replies 
and resumed his reverie. Then the bar­ 
ber decided to switch the conversation 
to the subject of Mr. Reed’s hirsute 
peculiarities. 
“ Yo’ haiuh’s su t’nly thinnin out a 
heap, auh, ” said he. 
“ Um-m!“ said Mr. Reed. 
“ Teencby bit o’ tonic do it whole lot 
o’ good, sub. ” 
“ Um-ml No.” 
“ Bin bald on de top o’ yo’ head long, 
auh?” 
Mr. Reed did not remove his gaze 
from the doorknob as be drawled: “ I 
came into the world that way. 
Then I 
had an interval of oornparative hirsute 
luxuriance, but it was not enduring 
I have long since emerged from the 
grief of the deprivation. 
It no longer 
afflicts me. 
Do not permit it to weigh 
upon you.” 
The black barber studied over this 
for awhile, apparently without fully 
apprehending its meaning, however. 
“ Yo’ haiuh’d look some bettnh, snh, 
et yo’ kep’ it long in de hack, laike, ’ 
he said after si few moments of silence. 
The Hon. T. Reed removed his gaze 
from the doorknob, fastened it upon 
the ceiling, cleared his throat and spoke 
again. 
“ Let me assure you, my tonsorial 
friend,” said he, “ that the appearance 
of my hair, as I have been accustomed 
to wearing it* is eminently satisfactory 
to myself and, perhaps I might also 
say, to my constituents. 
W hat little 
hair still adorns my head I have pos­ 
sessed for a long time. I know it well. 
I have been on fam iliar terms with it 
for many years. 
I have inadverently 
mingled spruce gum and chewing tar 
with it in my years of extreme youth. 
I have often sun dried it in order to 
present a proper not guilty appearance 
at home after surreptitious swimming 
expeditions. 
I have had it pulled the 
wrong way by boys whom I only learned 
to thrash afterward. At the same period 
of my life I even endured the ignominy 
of having it cut—in ascending tiers— 
by experimental maiden aunts.

TH E BRITISH PACIFIC CABLE. 


Its Route to the Antipodes, Cost and 
Prospects. 
The British Pacific cable to the an tip ­ 
odes, which, by reason of the offer of 
the Canadian government to bear five- 
eighteenths of the cost, is likely to be 
laid in the near future, will run from 
Victoria or Vancouver, B. C., to F an­ 
ning islands, thence to the Fiji islands 
and then to Norfolk island. At Norfolk 
island the cable will branch, one line 
being laid in Auckland, New Zealand, 
and the other to Sidney, New South 
Wales. The distance from Vancouver to 
Sidney is 6,824 miles. Fanning islands, 
which will be the first place at which 
the cable will stop, are about 8,350 
miles from Vancouver, and this will be 
the longest stretch of cable ever laid. 
The line in its entirety will be under 
British control. 
The original plans for 
the cable provided for a stopping place 
at Honolulu, but this feature was elim ­ 
inated, as it was felt th at the line, 
which is being built for political and 
m ilitary reasons quite as much as for 
commercial purposes, should be subject 
to control by the British authorities at 
every station. The cable will cost about 
$7,500,000. Of this Canada w ill supply 
about $2,000,000, the im perial govern­ 
m ent a sim ilar amount, and the re­ 
m ainder will be contributed by the 
A ustralian colonies and New Zealand. 
The line will be adm inistered by a 
board, to be created by an act of the 
im perial parliam ent, and its profits and 
losses will be shared pro rata by the 
contributing governments. It is predict­ 
ed, however, that the line will be a 
commercial success from the start, as it 
will handle the bulk of the business be­ 
tween G reat B ritain and A ustralia.—- 
New York Tribune. 


NEW USE FOR X RAYS. 


C h ic a g o P r o f e M o r ’« 
P la n 
to T « le - 
K raph b y T h e m O n ly. 
Dr. H. P. P ra tt of Chicago, who is 
known as an X ray specialist, after ex­ 
tensive laboratory experim ents has dis­ 
covered a plan for wireless telegraphy 
w ithout which, he says, it can never be 
employed w ith success. 
His plan is to 
use the lines of force throw n oat by the 
X ray as a wire on which the currents 
from the telegraph or telephone may 
travel and by means of which they can 
be accurately directed. 
“ Under the 
method employed in the experim ents 
thus far made, ” said Dr. P ratt, “ the 
currents cannot be accurately control­ 
led, but diffuse and spread out in all di­ 
rections. 
The im practicability lies in 
the fact th at a message sent, for in­ 
stance, to New York can be picked up 
at St. Louis or Cleveland or other in ­ 
term ediate points. 
But w ith the X ray 
condenser the line can be sent direct 
and there is nothing to deflect the cur­ 
rent carrying the m essage.’’ 
Mr. P ra tt is an 
experienced elec­ 
trician. His plan for wireless telegraphy 
includes a high tower, so that the cur­ 
rent may be throw n out in rarified air. 
where there will be the least resistance. 
At the base of the tower he would have 
a Ruhm korff coil sending a current of 
from 2,000,000 to 5,000,000 volts to the 
Crookes’ tube at the apex of the tower 
The current of low voltage would be 
sent up a pole and out on the air line 
made by the X ray apparatus.

New Filipino Poatag« Stamp. 
The Filipino rebel governm ent has 
organized a sort of postal service in the 
islands, and the stam p issued by them 
recently reached the U nited States. Its 
denom ination is 2 cents. It is shrewdly 
suggested th at the rebels have more 
idea of supplying stam p collectors with 
this issue at a good profit than of facil­ 
itatin g the delivery of letters in the in 
tenor of the rebellious islands.

Captain Coghlan, whose recent after 
dinner utterances are said to have em­ 
barrassed the authorities at W ashing­ 
ton, is one of those men so full of hu­ 
man impulse as to be very difficult to 
portray on paper. 
He is a native of 
Kentucky, but at an early age his fam i­ 
ly moved to Illinois, and it was from 
that state that he received his appoint­ 
ment to the Naval academy. 
He was 
lecognized as one of the best men in 
his class. 
One of his classmates and 
best friends is C aptain W ilds, who 
commanded the Boston at the M anila 
fight. 
Coghlan left the Naval academy in 
1863. In May of th at year he was made 
an ensign and attached to the steam 
sloop Sacramento. 
Two years later he 
was elevated to the rank of master, 
now unused, and assigned to the old 
Brooklyn, the flagship of the south A t­ 
lantic squadron. 
In November, 1866, 
he was commissioned lieutenant; in 
March, 1868, lieutenant commander, 
and became a full commander in Febru­ 
ary, 1882. 
Going back, he was execu­ 
tive officer of the Pawnee in 1867, and 
of the steam frigate G uerriere in 1868. 
In the year following he w ent to the 
sailing sloop Portsm outh, from which 
he was later transferred to the Rich 
mond on the European station. He com­ 
manded the Saugus for one year and the 
Colorado for another cruise. 
For two 
years he was in command of the Monon 
gahela on the A siatic station. W hen he 
was made a full commander, be was 
first assigned to the Adams, on which 
he rem ained from 1883 to 1886. 
The 
next two years found him in command 
of the Pacific navy yard at Mare island, 
California. 
Then, after two years on 
the Mohican, he was made inspector of 
ordnance at League island, Philadel­ 
phia. 
In 1896 he was made a captain 
and placed in command of the Raleigh. 
Captain Coghlan was tried by a court 
m artial in 1890 at Mare island for hav­ 
ing criticised the conduct of the navy 
departm ent in a letter to the \ allejo 
(C al.) Chronicle. He pleaded not guilty 
and was acquitted. He was recommend­ 
ed for a promotion of six points in the 
list of captains for his gallant work un­ 
der Dewey at Manila. 
T hat is bis record in the navy, told rn 
the naval register— brief and statistical. 
It gives little idea of the m an’s real 
characteristics. 
In stature he is quite 
short, hardly over 5 feet 5. 
His hair 
and rather heavy m ustache are white 
His eyes, quick aud sparkling, are cov­ 
ered w ith large spectacles. Ile is a b an ­ 
dle of energy, sometimes rem aining two 
nights aud three days w ithout sleep, 
especially when his ship is under stress 
of heavy weather at sea. 
In bringing 
the Raleigh from the Azores to Bermuda 
he did not sleep for 72 hours. 
A m an of splendid physical endur­ 
ance, he is also a rigid disciplinarian. 
There is a great element of kindness in 
his make up, however, and the bluff, 
straightforw ard m anner ill conceals a 
sym pathetic heart. 
He is universally 
loved and supported by those who have 
served w ith him or under him, and in 
this particular instance every officer on 
his ship was eager the other day to 
come to “ the old m an ’s’’ defense. 
One instance of Captain Coghlan s 
largeness of heart, an incident Nhich 
has never been told before, w illsfrve to 
illustrate the type of man he is. On the 
day after the battle of Manila, w ith 
blood and conquest still uppermost in 
his thoughts, he was sent by Admiral 
Dewey to Corregidor island to force its 
surrender. Upon demanding the capitu­ 
lation, be learned th at the wife of the 
Hpanish commandant, a woman of posi­ 
tion and refinement, was in very deli­ 
cate health. 
He not only showed the 
com m andant every consideration, even 
uerm itting him to go to M anila on bis 
own parole, but sent to the sick, starv^ 
ing aud frightened wife reassurances of 
safety, together w ith a case of cham ­ 
pagne and other delicacies from his pri­ 
vate stores. 
C aptain Coghlan has a wife and one 
child— a son. who has just reached his 
majority* 
Mrs. Coghlan. who is now 
at the W aldorf-Astoria, is a woman of 
great persona; charm and cJ eVern^ 
Before ber m arriage she was M iss J alia 
Barbonr of Terre Haute, Ind.. where 
Captain Coghlan, then a young officer, 
met her while she was still attending 
school at a convent Their son, Q tah*w

WAR IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Novel Features of Campaigning 
W ith the Flying Brigade.

The New York Poet’s correspondent, 
w riting from Pasig. Philippine Islands, 
under the date of March 10. about cam ­ 
paigning in the Philippines, says: 
Campaigning in the Philippines with 
the flying brigade presents many fea­ 
tures of warfare novel to the American 
soldier, as well as the many that are 
common to the soldier’s life in the field 
everywhere. 
The nature of the enemy 
and his methods of warfare are different 
from those usually met with when na­ 
tions agree to disagree and seek to 
compel an agreement froni each other 
under duress. 
H is skulking instincts 
and bushwhacking proclivities require 
a modification 
of ordinary military 
methods and call for the injection of a 
modicum of plain horse sense into the ap 
plication of accepted m ilitary theories 
In my humble opinion, there has not 
been enough of this at times, and much 
less has been accomplished than m ight 
have been by this tim e in consequence. 
The policy pursued has been marked 
w ith extrem e caution and conservatism 
w ell enough, to he sure, with an organ­ 
ized army to contend with, but not so 
necessary when the undisciplined army 
of the insurgent governm ent has to be 
dealt with. 
I have been in the island nine months 
and have had 
ample opportunity to 
study the F ilipino’s character, watch 
his m ilitary methods and observe ilia 
utter lack of the organizing faculty 
which is so strong a characteristic of 
the Anglo-Saxon. 
W ith an army three 
tim es the size of ours, two-thirds of it 


w 
e 
l l armed and supplied with an ahun 
dance of am m unition, the insurgent gen 
oral haw not been able so to handle his 
force as to strike an effective blow any­ 
where. True, ho lacks cavalry and artil­ 
lery, bot he would not know how to 
handle them effectively if he had them. 
However, if lie could concentrate 20,000 
men, and throw them against our lines 
at any point, he could break those lines 
aud wall them up by the Hanks in both 
directions; but this is just what he can­ 
not do. 
Tho Filipino does not possess 
the organizing faculty sufficiently to 
assemble and handle such a force as a 
unit. 
Ho seems able only to put arms 
in the hands of thousands of men and 
then let them fight as individuals and 
separate bodies as circum stances dic­ 
tate. He does not understand the art of 
offensive 
warfare. 
His instinct 
and 
training are to fight alw ays from cover, 
and this utterly unfits him for 
the 
offensive. 
Such being the case, the strictly de­ 
fensive attitude of the American army 
during the past month, during which 
the four best cam paigning weeks of the 
whole year have slipped by unutilized, 
has been an ultra conservative one. The 
movement now on blot, where 4,0- 
men of all arms are being sent out as u 
flying brigade to hit tho enemy, cap 
tare his strongholds and break up what 
organization he has, m ight well have 
been begun a month ago, w ith men 
taken from the army already assembled 
and acclimated, and Manila have been 
fully protected by the remainder against 
any attack while the enemy was being 
harried. The trouble was that m ilitary 
theories did not teach this, and the ene­ 
my was given credit for m ilitary skill 
aud offensive powers he does not possess. 
The work of the flying brigade the 
past few days has demonstrated this 
completely. 
The Filipino is tenacious 
and pugnacious, but not valiant in the 
true sense of the word. 
When driven 
from one stronghold he does not stop 
running until he Ands shelter behind 
another. He does remain behind his in- 
trenclim ents under the hottest fire until 
flanked or rushed out, hut he keeps 
flown out of harm ’s way and Ares over 
the top w ithout rising up to see what 
he is shooting at and thus inflicts little 
damage. 
It is when he finally breaks 
cover aud runs that our men get in 
their deadly work. shooting w ith the 
coolness, care aud accuracy of the train­ 
ed marksman 
The troops show the greatest eager­ 
ness to make every shot count and ex 
pose them selves recklessly to accomplish 
it. 
They show a zest in fighting tliut 
makes it diflioult to restrain them. This 
was illustrated by a remark made by 
General King on the morning of Fob 
5, when the Idaho* charged the in- 
trenchm euts of the enemy near Santa 
Ana 
it was his intention only to ad­ 
vance a short distance, but the men bad 
been beld in leash all uight aud until 
the middle of the forenoon under a 
heavy fire, and when told to advance 
they started on a run, with wild yells, 
for the Filipino in trench rn en ta. General 
K ing saw that it was useless to call 
them back, and, turning with a smile to 
his staff, he said. “ There 
goes the 
American soldier, aud all bade# ooaldn t 
atop him ." The result showed that the 
men knew by instinct aud long ac­ 
quaintance w ith the Filipino much bet­ 
ter how to fight him than the general 


did w ith his m ilitary theories,' for they 
jumped the insurrectos out of their in- 
trenchm ents and killed scores of them 
without losing a man. while if they had 
made the cautions advance intended 
they would probably have suffered se­ 
emly. 
This eagerness to tight is dis­ 
played by the volunteers more than the 
regulars, for the reason that the volun­ 
teers enlisted sim ply because they want- 
d to fight, and the regulars did not 
lave this as their chief motive. 
Tho question of the relative value of 
volunteers and regulars, settled so ad­ 
versely to the former in the Cuban cam 
paign. w ill bear further discussion in 
the 
Philippines. 
The volunteers now 
here are undoubtedly better troops than 
the new regular regim ents just arriv- 
and there is good reason for it. 
They have been under discipline and in 
the performance of active m ilitary duty 
for nine months, w hile from two-thirds 
to three-fourths of the men in the regi­ 
ments that have just arrived or are on 
the way are recruits. 
The same was 
true of the regulars that came out last 
summer, the Fourteenth, Eighteenth 
and Twenty-third. 
They had as many 
raw recruits in their ranks as did the 
volunteers, and they have seen exactly 
the same service since. 
It is adm itted 
by all officers here that the volunteers 
are thoroughly seasoned troops and equal 
to the regulars for all m ilitary purposes. 
A field officer of the Seventeenth re­ 
marked to me the second day after land­ 
ing from the Grant and being quar­ 
tered with the Oregon regim ent: “ I 
was highly pleased to see the guard 
duty performed by the Oregon regim ent 
yesterday. 
It was the best I have seen 
since the war began.” 
The men of the 
Tw entieth looked on at the work of the 
W ashingtons in their attack on Pateros, 
two days ago, w ith astonishm ent, and 
said: “ Just look at those men go. They 
don’t seem to fear anything. 
This was 
natural, for the W ashingtons have been 
doing that sort of thing for a month 
now, and most of the men who were 
watching them had never seen a battle 
until they were thrown into one the 
day before. 
The men who have been 
fighting here know that the way to 
fight Filipinos is to rush them. 
They 
have not the nerve to stand np against 
a line of blue shirts or brown coats 
sw eeping down upon them w ith demo­ 
niacal yells. They abandon their cover 
posthaste, and then the slaughter be­ 
gins. 
W hen the new generals learn as 
much about the peculiarities of 
the 
Filipinos as the men in the ranks, the 
rushing tactics w ill be adopted at head­ 
quarters. 
Yet, whatever may be said, compara­ 
tively, of the old volunteers and the 
new regulars, there is not intended the 
least intim ation against the courage or 
natural soldierly qualities of the regu­ 
lars who have just arrived. The T w en­ 
tieth and the Twenty-second, after only 
ten days off ship, were pot into the fly­ 
ing brigade and went at once into the 
battle of Guadalupe and behaved splen­ 
didly. 
If they lacked the dash of the 
older troops, they did not fail to ad­ 
vance steadily and use their rifles to 
good effect. For half an hour the T w en­ 
tieth were under the hottest kind of tire 
aud JKJured a steady stream of bullets 
from their exposed position in the open 
into the woods where the enem y was 
concealed, advancing steadily as they 
did so. 
The only difference between 
*’.pm and the troops that have been 
toting here is that the latter would 
have charged and dislodged the euem ) 
instead of advancing gradually. 
But 
the work was done. 
As I have said, the F ilipino’s m ili­ 
tary instinct is defensive. He surround­ 
ed Manila with splendid earthworks, 
which he abandoned when advanced 
upon. W hen our lines were established 
and we sat down to w ait for re-eu- 
forcements instead of pushing the ene­ 
my, he began the construction of in- 
trenchm ents at 
every vantage point 
com m anding roads and rivers. 
These 
are not hastily thrown up works, such 
as our troops have beeu satisfied with, 
but splendidly built, about five feet 
high and usually provided with safe ex­ 
its. 
Bamboo sticks are driven into the 
ground, and dirt is thrown up against 
them, som etim es w ith a topping of 
gunnysacks tilled w ith earth aud som e­ 
tim es w ith a row of stone blocks. Many 
of their works are made of stone blocks 
hacked w ith earth, while others are 
sim ple earthworks with a ditch behind. 
As a rule these are concealed as much 
as possible by british and banana leaves, 
aud several of these masked defenses 
have been run upon unexpectedly. 
Be­ 
sides these artificial works, they utilize 
the dikes between ricefields, where the 
em bankm ent affords p rotection and the 
bamboo hedge 
th a t crests it screens 
them from ob servation . Fhus concealed 
aud using sm ok eless powder, they are 
usually able to do con sid erab le shooting 
before their e x a c t lo ca tio n is discovered. 
A n o th er class of defenses is found vin 
der the native liipa palm huts. 
These 
are set up from the ground on bamboo 
stilts from th ree to six feet, the space 
below the floor being an open resort for 
chiijkens, ducks and pigs. 
By building 
a little foundation of rocks on two sides, 
this space is easily converted into a 
rifle pit. aud w ith loose brush scattered 
in front it presents an extrem ely inno­ 
cent appearance. 
One or two riflemen 
concealed in a pit like this can remain 
a long tim e undiscovered and m ight do 
a great deal of damage if they could 
shoot. Hundreds of these rifle pita have 
beeu discovered, many of them in active 
l i o n _____ 


COUNTERFEITING GANG. 


Jacobs, the Leader, Planned His 
Operations on a Gigantic Scale.

Later developm ents regarding the 
dangerous gang of counterfeiters arrect 
ed at Philadelphia and Lancaster show 
that W illiam M. Jacobs, who was really 
the leader of the gang, was about to 
put into operation a plan to m anufac­ 
ture $10,000,000 in $20, $50 and $100 


notes. 
Jacobs worked upon the theory that 
every man could be purchased, and it 
was his intention, after m aking this 
large amount of bogus money, to buy a 
receiving teller in a subtreasury, de 
posit the counterfeits in sums of not 
less than $100,000, take a certificate of 
deposit and draw against them for gen­ 
uine money. 
W hen Chief W ilkie a n d his assistants 
interrupted the progress of the scheme, 
they found a $50 plate which was even 
better than the plate from which the 
$100 counterfeits were printed. 
The counterfeiters had the machinery 
for m aking paper which would he al­ 
most an exact counterpart of that used 
by the governm ent 
It was in boxes in 
their establishm ent. 
N othing had been 
done toward setting it up, as it was 
feared this would excite suspicion. The 
plan was ultim ately to make enough 
paper in a week to print the am ount of 
money determ ined upon. 
A few visitors to Chief W ilkie’s of­ 
fice were recently shown some interest­ 
ing relics of the capture. These includ­ 
ed the dangerous plates from which the 
$100 Monroe notes had been printed. 
N otw ithstanding the fact that Secretary 
G age recalled the issue of these notes. 
Jacobs retained this dangerous piece of 
evidence, hoping to use it in the future. 
The plate was too good, in his opinion 
to be destroyed. 
It consists of three 
pieces, the front, back and seal. To pre­ 
vent rusting they had been covered w ith 
beeswax. 
The new $50 plate was of tw o pieces, 
and is what is known as the “ E verett’ 
note. 
This is considered the best piece 
of work ever turned out by a counter 
feiter, and if notes printed from it ha< 
been circulated tho probabilities are 
that 
their genuineness would never 
have been questioned. 
The new $100 plate was about one 
third completed, work having been done 
on front and hack plates. 
Bredell, wb< 
was the m echanical genius of the gam 
all of whom were in the em ploy of 
Jacobs, had been at work upon tin ­ 
plate in the morning, had stopped to go 
to luncheon and was arrested upon his 
return. 
It iH estim ated by the commissioner 
of internal revenue that the govern­ 
ment lost about $240,000 as a result of 
tho work of Counterfeiter Jacobs and 
his gang. 
Four wornout plates were 
found in the possession of these men, 
each of which is capable of printing 
40.000 impressions of stamps, or 160,000 
sheets of ten stamps each. 
This made 
1.600.000 stamps, each of which could 
be used for stam ping a box containing 
50 cigars, m aking 80,000,000 which 
have, perhaps, been sold under counter­ 
feit revenue stamps. 
These dealers have been selling their 
cigars at $1 per 1,000 less than the 
market price, which netted them a big 
profit, as they escaped paying the rev 
enue tax of $8.65 per 1,000. 
The factories of Jacobs and Kendig, 
which are valued at $70,000, are now 
in possession of the government and 
w ill be confiscated.—Special to New 
York World.

HOW T H E FILIP IN O S FIGHT. 


W e a r 
U n iform * U n til T ir e d , T h e n

Frank Moore of Chicago recently re 
ceived a letter from his cousin, Thomas 
Hamilton, who is a member of Com­ 
pany C, First Wyoming, at Manila, in 
which he writes: 
“ At the present moment the sharp­ 
shooters are giving us a few lead pills. 
They fire on us every night, for they 
will not fight by daylight. 
The only 
time they fought in daylight was March 
5, and this is the way it happened: The 
Wyoming battalion was quartered at 
Cavite. 
On the 2d we were ordered 
back to Manila. We left on the 4th and 
arrived in Manila about 7 o’clock. 
It 
was dark, and we were hungry, for we 
had breakfasted early and had no din­ 
ner. While we were eating, the natives 
opened fire on the First Nebraska and 
the bugles blew for assembly. 
In two 
minutes we were in line. 
At daybreak 
we were ordered to march. 
On the 
right were the Californians, and then 
the Wyomings, 
the engineer 
corps, 
the Fourth cavalry, the Washington 
men and the Fourteenth infantry. The 
Sixth artillery and the Monadnock were 
shelling the brush. 
We advanced on 
the natives in skirmish line over rice- 
fields, through bamboos, and drove the 
enemy for five miles. The natives would 
fire and then run. 
The closest we ever 
got to them was about 800 yards, but 
we shot every one that we could see 
We had one man killed. Sofar we have 
killed 14,000 and our loss is 64 killed 
and 300 wounded. 
The natives fight 
until it gets too hot for them, and then 
they pull off their uniforms and put on 
white clothes and come in our lines to 
see what we are doing. 
Today orders 
were received not to allow any natives 
inside our lines; so that will stop tile 
white clothes racket.” —Chicago Rec­ 
ord. 


C O N V IC T S TO P U B L IS H PAPER 


T h e S ta r o f H o p e to B e P r in t e d In 
Slngr S in g P r i s o n . 
A new field has been opened to the 
1,300 convicts in Sing Sing prison 
They are to publish a weekly paper. 
The name selected is The Star of 
Hope. 
It will be four pages, all of the 
work to be done by convicts. 
Warden 
Sage, the originator of the plan, will be 
the managing editor and news censor 
of the publication. 
The prison has an 
extensive printing establishment. 
Mr. 
Sage 
said 
recently that he 
thought the paper would be a double 
success. 
He believes that a fair substi­ 
tute for physical labor will be found 
for the convicts in the employment of 
the mental faculties in preparing items 
that interest them in their prison life. 
The names of the contributors will not 
be published. 
The warden says that 
with the writers remaining unknown 
he is sure the prisoners will take more 
interest in the paper than they other­ 
wise would. 
The Star of Hope will go 
outside the prison, and this was an ad­ 
ditional reason for Mr. Sage in his de­ 
cision to omit the names. There will be 
no subscription list, and the copies of 
the paper will be distributed.free. 
Among the outside contributors will 
be Mrs. Ballington Booth. She is a fa­ 
vorite with the prison inmates, and bas 
organized the Hope league among them 
The name of the paper is intended as a 
compliment to her.—New York Herald 


K A N S A N S AT MANILA. 


Proud of Their Colon I aud Heady to F ol­ 
low Him Anywhere. 
C. L, Simpson, first sergeant of the 
Salina company, 
writes as follows: 
•Now a word about our officers before 
closing. Colonel Funston, or ‘Scrapping 
Fred,’ as be is called, bas proved him ­ 
self to be the bravest officer in the line 
and one that 
the boys will follow 
through ‘fire or water.’ 
Corporal Matthews of the Fort Scott 
company writes breezily as follows: 
‘Say, Bill, this is a snap, lying here in 
the trenches with the bullets singing a 
song over our heads all day and night 
Every time any of us show ourselves 
they take a shot at us, but we do not 
fear their aim as long as they shoot di­ 
rectly at us, but when they aim at 
some one else we are liable to get it in 
the neck. 
I’ll bet this is the only cam­ 
paign that was ever heard of where the 
men get fresh meat and bread three 
times a day and carriages in which to 
ride back and forth to the city. ” 
John Linder, a Newton boy with tile 
Twentieth Kansas, writes: “ For a long 
time I wanted to see a fight. 
I have 
now seen two, and that s two too many. 
Our paymaster. Major Sternberg, told 
us after the first battle that every regi­ 
ment along the line was talking about 
the Kansans. 
Some say we are not hu­ 
mans, hut devils in a tight, which is 
sayiug a good deal for our fighting 
qualities. ” 
In the course of a gossipy letter from 
the trenches, J. VV. VV. Ozias of Eudora 
says: “ I want to assure home people 
that, valuable as our lives may be, not 
one of us regrets our presence here in 
this trying ordeal. 
Greater America, 
grander civilization, freedom, demand 
sacrifices, and we shall try to complete 
our task well aud nobly. In the advance 
Friday every living thing within the 
lines, except a Filipino or two in the 
trees, was killed—of course, without 
our knowing—horses, dogs, chickens, 
cats aud all. Chickens and cats lie list­ 
lessly on the ground, nearly dead with 
fear. 
As Company H charged through 
Caloocan. the ruts under the buildings 


ran away in droves. 
No wonder; the 
noise would have scared gods and men. ” 
Captain Bishop, commander of the 
Salina company in the Twentieth Kan­ 
sas, writes of the charge at Caloocan as 
follows: “ Colonel Funston realized that 
success depended upon haste, and as he 
hurried up and down the line urging us 
on to Caloocan we realized that we had 
the bravest colonel that ever led a legi 
ment, and I,OOO brave Kansas boys re­ 
sponded to the commands. 
As Harry 
Todd was ringing the bell iii thee lurch 
tower with lead from bis Springfield I 
cried out, ‘How many will follow V Arid 
every man answered, ‘I am ready I’ or 
‘Here, here I’ And away we went. 
“ it was my ambition to be the first 
man to scale the walls, but, bless your 
soul. I am getting old, and 40 or more 
brave lads sat astride the wall shooting 
natives before I got there. And here We 
rested until the other companies, which 
were picking their way through the un­ 
derbrush and across trenches on cither 
side of the town, came up. 
We were 
proud of our rush on the town and 
proud of the brave boys who forced the 
in frenchmen ta right and left—intrench* 
ments concealed by brush and vines and 
full of natives with Mansers and Rem­ 
ingtons. ” 
Guy Tate of the Abilene* company 
with the Twentieth Kansas says that in 
one of the regiment’s fights Colonel 
Funston was en foot and “ kept running 
up and down the line patting us boys on 
the backs and telling us to give the 
rebels hell.” —Kansas City Journal.
